TEEPLE blown down: In a winstorm Aug. 2, 1902, the lafty church 

S steeple was blown down. The bricks and slate came crashing through 
the chureh roof. The damage amounted to $2500. 

Boiler explosions: When the heating system was installed 10 years ago. 
the boilers were not properly regulated and during the church services 
they exploded. The noise and shock almost caused a panic. The boilers 
were seriously damaged in a similar way a short time ago, Both losses 
were quite heavy. 

Fire: An acolyte, wearing one of t'ather Weigand’s surplices at serv- 
ice last Christmas, narrowly escaped cremation. ‘The surplice caught fire 
from a candle. The fire was put out by persons nearby. The altar car- 
pet has been scorched frequently by 4ltar boys with the censer. 

Floods: The cellar of the church has been flooded times innumerable. 
With every heavy or even moderate rain, the water pours in little rivers 
into the church basement. An autoMatic pump is kept to clear the water 
out. This little piece of machinery sOmetimes gets swamped, there is so 
much water. The floods damage the heating system. 

Chalice stolen: Little over a decad ago a thief broke into the church 
and stole a valuable chalice from the altar. 

Poorbox robbed: Thieves have frequently stolen the mites dropped in- 
to the poorbox of the parish. It has been robbed several times in the last 
ten years, 

Blight on trees: Of the five handsome old shade trees that were-about 
‘PRE Church three have been uprooted in windstorms and the two remain- 
ing are dead and ready to fail over. 

Hedge under a spell: . For years @nd years no hedge could be grown 
about the church. It was only a short tlme ago that the shoots began to 
thrive. 

Roof leaks: Hundreds and even thousands of dollars have been spent 
in repairing the roof and the gutters of the roof. The gutters were re- 
paired with copper, but are no sooner in place than they leak. Something 
seems to eat into the copper. The leakage has damaged the church. 

Sickness: The flooded cellar and leaks in the roof have caused a damp- 
ness in the church. Considerable sickness is attrihuted to this. 

Assistant priests flee: Three assistants rectors have fled from the par- 
ish to escape the evil influence. Father Hockmiller fled at night without 
bidding adieus. His successor, Father Hensey, fled to avoid a factional 
fight. Father Quatman also left precipitately. 

Bell tower weakened: Some of the supports of the huge bell was ready 
to fall when the peril was discovered by Father Weigand, the rector. 

Parishioner’s grave falls in fissure: The ground about the grave of 

James Comerford, a parishioner, cracked and the headstone fell in the

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HA PPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


Chancellor Day’s heated defense of the Standard 
saints reads like a tribute of gratitude. The Uni- 
versity of Syracuse is under obligations to them and 
it is most noble of the chancellor to come forward man- 
fully to their assistance when attacked by mere presi- 
dents and other officious representatives of the law. 
But he is likely to fill the saints with dismay. ‘They 

have reason to pray to be delivered from their 
friends. The Rev. MacArthur, with heart bursting 
with gratitude, broke into print a few months ago 
and bore witness to their sanctity. He had made 
a personal inquiry and knew whereof he spoke. Mr. 
Dodd, one of the legal advisers of the holy company, 
made a public defense. And Mr. Archbold assured 
Mr. Hadley that they were men of purest holiness. 


——- 


But somehow these clerical and legal assurances 
do not convince the public. Mr. Roosevelt may be 
an anarchist, as Mr. Day says. But suppose he is. 
Does this prove that 26 Broadway is the abode of 
righteousness? Mr. Garfield’s report may be an im- 
pertinence. But impertinent persons sometimes tell 
the truth. Besides, Congress ordered him to investi- 
gate and report what he discovered. Even if he was 
impertinent in inquiring into the doings of the keep- 
ers of the holy oil, he was obliged to do it or resign 
his position. Mr. Day should denounce Congress, not 
Garfield, who may ke discharging a duty very un- 
pleasant to himself. Indictments are sometimes im- 
pertinences. They violate the right of privacy and 
things of that sort, Grand juries may even accuse 
a pillar.of Syracuse University; which would’ be 
shocking bad taste, but men who are woefully de- 
ficient in taste often tell the truth, and when they 
get on grand juries show themselves rude and tact- 
less, careless of the sensibilities of holy men. 

All of which goes to show that when good men are 
attacked by grand juries and presecuting attorneys 
and presidents and congresses they need men of first- 
rate dialectical power to speak for them. Mere fervor 
will not do. Gratitude is pretty sure to go off at 
half cock. Unction evaporates too quickly and 

‘never appeals with convincing force to cold common 
sense. Let the shining spirits of righteousness of 26 
Broadway find the slickest dialectician in the world, 
a man who can make the worse appear the better 
reason and do it so cleverly that the cunningest 
lawyer in the service of their accusers cannot break 
the chain of logic. They~must do this if they are 
to be rescued from the mockers. Holiness is all 
well enowfgh, but it can’t stand against impertinent 
inquiries without good, cold, flexible intellect. Sanc- 
tity, in troublous times, needs the support of the 
casuist. Mr. Day and Dr. MacArthur mean. well, 
x, but they are inadequate.

ROOSEVELT AND BUNYAN. 

Of course, everybody who reads xt all, has read 
the “Pilgrim’s Progress.” That is not the question.

But only think what a tremendous force the 
mere reference to Bunyan’s work has developed, 
even when its idea is thus twisted! Bunyan’s muck 
rake reappears in cartoons all the United 
States, in poems, in editorials, in sermons, in para- 
graphs. A mistaken quotation of two or three lines 
from a half-page parable by this tramp tinker com- 
pels the attention of a country of over seventy mil- 
lion people. 

So of.course everbody reads “Pilgrim’s Progress.” 
Hence everybody ought to read it at least once a 
year<antil its wenderful force is realized and its 
Wonderful power assimilated, 

When Macaulay discovered that it was one of the 
greatest books in the English language, some few 
people had discovered it before, but Macaulay first 
authenticated the discovery. He-.was able to do so 
because in the same spirit in which Bunyan “went up 
against” the worst as “sin,’ Macaulay went up 
against it as political abuses. He studied and lived 
Bunyan so far that he could never have made the 
Roosevelt mistake about the meaning of the Man 
With the Muck Rake. 

Still, it is probable that the only man who ever 
fully lived the book was Bunyan himself. It 
the record of his own fearless life, a life more ardu- 
ous than that of a Rough Rider, lived not for glory 
or for eminence, but in the struggle to reform and 
civilize just one man—and that one man John Bun- 
van himself. : 


In the whole history o tempts at civilization 
there is no “human document” juman or more 


authentic than Pilgrim’s Progress. President Roose- 
velt ought to read it over again at least twice this 
year. Then he may understand why Bunyan’s -Pil- 
grim did not ride out of the City of Destruction with 
his “burden” cinched behind him on a broncho.

The theory of an irrepressible class conflict grows 
out of the so-called exploitation of one class by an- 
other. The object lesson in exploitation which the 
Socialists find in this country, is monopoly based 
upon legal privilege or lawless anarchy, that is, a 
defiance of the laws of the country. It is the rob- 
bery of the masses of the people by monopolistic 
combines controlling transportation and natural re- 
sources and operating under special privileges, which 
is the principal argument urged in favor of the adop- 
tion of the Socialistic system in this country. The 
existence of the evils of monopoly is admitted by all 
unbiased citizens irrespective of political affiliations. 
The necessity of destroying the power of monopoly 
to plunder the people and of regulating corporations 
in the interest of the people is admitted. 

The Socialists declare that this cannot 
that. the growth of monopoly through great financial 
and industrial combinations represents the final and 
irretrievable failure of individualism under compe- 
tition. It is, they say, the inevitable result of the 
competitive system. This, then, is the real issue; 
Can monopoly be destroyed? Can the great corpora-

That they have grown to such power that they 
violate justice by exploiting the public and depriving 
the masses of the fruits of their labor; that they are 
now lawless and defiant, has been due to the ignor- 
ance and neglect of the public. But unquestionably 
there has been an awakening of the public, both to 
the evils of the monopolistic combines and to illegal 
advantages- and menacing privilege, and a realiza- 
tion of the power in the hands of the people to check 
these evils. A beginning has been made in the en- 
forcement of law. and in the framing of new legis- 
lation to meet the threatening conditions growing 
out of popular indifference and ignorance. The 
whole problem is to break up monopoly and curb cor- 
porations so that every individual may have free 
and full opportunity and may be protected in the 
fruits of his labor. — 

‘If this :problem cannot be solved, the failure of the 
present system will be manifest. But until a gen. 
uine and earnest effort has been made to solve it, un- 
til it has been demonstrated that the sovereign peo- 
ple cannot control their own Government and de- 
stroy the enemies of the competitive system, it is 
vain to talk of revolutionary remedies.

Exposition of the Worker’s Life—A New and Successful Automatic Brake—Power 
Transmitted by Wireless Method— Compulsory Insurance in Germany 


A LABOR EXPOSITION. | 

An internationai exposition portraying the life of 
the laborer for the past 2000 years, showing condi- 
tions surrounding him from the time of feudal slay- 
ery to. the present time, is contemplated by the 
French Chamber of Deputies. The resolution’ asks the 
Government to appoint a commission to look into the 
question of finding ways and means to organize an 
international exposition to be held in Paris in 1%9 
in which there will be as full and perfect display as 
possible of a laborer’s life. 

At the first meeting of this commission, heid re- 
cently in Paris. Mr. Leon Bourgeois, president of the 
French Chamber, said the exposition would serve 
as a comparison between the conditions of the life of 
the laborer of today in all countries of the world and 
conditions existing in past centuries. It would serve 
also as a striking illustration to the laboring classes 
of the steps by which they have gradually freed them. 
selves from the state of servitude existing in feudal 
times until they have arrived at the independence en- 
joyed today.

A SUCCESSFUL AUTOMATIC BRAKE. 


An invntion of considerable importance for ratl- 
ways and tramways has been perfected in Belgium, 
says the London Globe. The invention is in two 
parts. One is an automatic coupling arrangement 
for doing away with the most prolific cause of acci- 
dents during shunting. The other part consists in an 
automatic brake, whereby, if a coupling snaps, the 
detached vehicles are at once brought to a stand- 
still. The invention was practically tested the other 
day. Nearly all the upper railway offictals and the 
heads of the Brussels tramways went out into the 
open country on a train in which the coupling ar- 
rangement and the brake for the stopping of ve- 
hicles after a snap of the couplings were several 
times tested with complete success. 


WIRELESS POWER TRANSMISSION. 

Consul Atwell, writing from Roubaix, France, tells 
of a new invention for firing torpedoes, the work of 
Jean Denissel, established until recently as an elec- 
tric engineer at that place. He is said to have made 
a most remarkable invention for firing torpedoes at 
long distances and at a given moment. The Consul 
writes: 

“There will be no longer any necessity for fishing 
up floating torpedoes, or avoiding those that have 
been sunk, nor will there be any occasion to cut 
wires connected with them. No matter where explo-

sives that are provided with the Denissel invention 
may be placed, no power can prevent their explosion 
at the moment decided upon by the persons manipu- 
lating the machine which regulates the wave emis- 
sions. The new invention ts applicable also to the} 
direction and firing of automobile or Whitehead to- 
pedoes, This is an important point when the follow- 
ing facts are considered: 

‘l That five out of ten torpedoes in active war 
miss aim either by faulty throwing or deviation. (The 
Denissel invention allows for throwing them in any 
direction, even backward. Whitehead torpedoes thus 
equipped could neither miss aim nor be lost.) 

‘? That a torpedo will explode even if it be caught 
in the Bullivant nets with which large ships are pro- 
vided and cause great damage. The Whitehead tor- 
pedo costs several thousand francs. 

‘The Denissel machine can send forth as well as 
receive on land telegrams that are a speciality of its 
own, and that no other machine can intercept. It can 
also communicate with submarines. It can set into 
motion at long distance electric machines. steam mo- 
tors, light lighthouses, and even set a typewriting 
machine in motion, so that it will print a long ways 
off from the post of emission whatever one desires 
that it shail print.’ 


EFFECTS OF COMPULSORY INSURANCE. 

Vice-Consul Schlemmer of Mannheim, having re- 
ceived inquiries regarding the results of compulsory 
insurance of working people in Germany, submits 
the following statistics: 

‘“‘From 1885 to 1890 the sum of $432,500,000 was expend- 
ed by the various insurance systems in Germany for 
the restoration of the health of workingmen and their 
families. One-third of this sum was paid in by the 
employers. There is no doubt but that it would have 
cost double if the men had been compelled to pay 
everything out of their own pockets, the moderate 
medical charges now being regulated by these insur- 
ance laws. 

“As a matter of fact, people would not otherwise 
be able to spend so much money for medical treat- 
ment, and a great many would perish or be perma- 
nently disabled for lack of proper treatment; and 


on the community. It also appears that physical and 
intellectual conditions of the laboring classes general- 
ly have been greatly improved by this protective in- 
surance system, as is evidenced by the reduction of 
mortality at industrial centers, which now is only 21 
per 1000 inhabitants, against 27% before the law took 
effect.’’

THE COMMENCEMENT ESSAY. 

A great many young people are wrestling with the 
June commencement essay. It is not an easy con- 
quest. We have all been there, and, while we were 
unalle to see any fault in our efforts at that time, 
we have blu:thed since to read what we wrote. 

The great fault with graduates is lack of style. 
This is, indeed, the only serious fault. Vocabularies 
are generally large enough to make a tremendous 
impression, and themes have always been of a nature 
to cast over the audience something of a spell of awe. 

But there have been few stylists. Indeed, the same- 
ness in essays has made it imperative that the writ- 
ers should attach thir names. How to vary the 
commencement essays a little is the great problem. 
They should reflect as much individuality as the 
writer possesses. 

We have a suggestion which we think will be 
valuable. Just now is the time to make it. Even 
next week there will be thousands of essays in 
course: of construction. Why not adapt the style 
of Henry James? If you are unfamillar with his 
work, read this excerpt from a recent contribution to 
the North American Review: 

“Tf I be reminded,‘ indeed, that the distinction I 
here glance at is negative, and be asked what then 
(if she knew nothing of the great Amrican interest) 
Washington did socially know, my answer, I recog- 
nize, has at once to narrow itself. and becomes per- 
haps truly the least difficult to utter. It none the 
less remains distinct enough that, the City of Con- 
versation being only in. question, and a general sub- 
ject of all the conversation having thereby to be 
predicated, our responsibility is met aS soon as we 
are able to say what Washington mainly talked. and 
appears always to go mainly talking, about. Wash- 
ington talks about herself, and about almost nothing 
else; falling superficially, indeed, on that ground, but 
into line with the other capitals. London, Paris, Ber- 
lin, Kome, goodness knows, talk about themselves: 
that is, each member of this sisterhood talks. suffi- 
ciently or inordinately, of the great number of divided 
and differing selva; that form together her conrtolling 
identity. London, for instance, talks of everything in 
the world without thereby for a moment, as it were, 
ceasing to be egétistical. It has taken everything Ir 
the world to make London up; 80 that she is in con- 
sequence simply doomed never to get away from her- 
self.’’ 

You will doubtless protest that if every essayist 
adopted the style of this incomparable stylist the 
essays wouid still be as the peas in a pod; but we 
believe they would not. Mr. James is a master of 
circumlocution; he loses himself in a way that is 
only equaled by the completeness with which he 
eludes the pursuing reader. 

Our idea is that the young essayists follow him into 
this etymological bog. Of course, being unable to 
follow him out, each of them will have to get out 
the best way he or she can. This will give them 
the much-desired opportunity to exercise their sey- 
eral individualities.

WHY MEN DRESSMAKERS 


By Arthur Brounet. 

As to the women of modest circumstances, the best- 
dressed that I know among them are dressed by 
their husbands or other men folks. A man may know 
little or nothing about the theory and technique of 
art, but invariably a man’s judgment as to his wife's 
or daughter's toilet is unerring.° The average woman 
will do well to always defer to masculine opinion 
where a matter of dress is concerned, since a man’s 
judgment, all else being equal, is always superior to 
a woman's. 

There is for this fact a very sound biological as 
well as a psychological reason. Regarded ethnolog- 
ically, man is a more beautiful animal than is wom- 
an. He more nearly conforms to our abstract ideal 
of human beauty. Beauty is in him a matter of 
longer cultivation, of higher specialization. The av- 
erage man is handsomer than the average woman, 
while primordial woman was still regarded as little 
more than a beast of burden, and as such was of 
necessity the utilitarian and unadorned family unit. 
Man has developed not only a great degree of per- 
sonal physical beauty, but he was decidedly, by rea- 
son of that beauty, the vainglorious member. _ It is 
impossible to imagine what must have been the van- 
ity of primitive man, wont as he was to adorn him- 
self in gaudy finery. But nature is always wise, and 
out of this primordial passion of the male human 
animal she slowly and painfuly developed the sense 
of art, the eye first for color, then later and by grad- 
ual evolution for form, for proportion, for harmony. 
Man had all these senses keenly developed ages be- 
fore woman was capable of differentiating the fine 
tints and tones, or of being visually sensitive to the 
beauty of symmetry and propcortion. In other woras, 
we ma'y say that man as a sex Is possessed of an in- 
herent artistic instinct which enables him under 
study and cultivation to realize the more perfect 
harmony and proportionate decorations which the 
human face and figure are adapted to.

WASHINGTON, May § 12.--Although 
President Roosevelt has the reputation 
of being the greatest athlete among pub- 
lic men in Washington, other prominent 
officials have records which put them on 
an equal footfng with the President—in 
some instances, above him. ‘The Presi- 
dent does not lay claim to particular 
skill in any sport except wrestling. He 
is a good boxer, a fair rider, a tair shot 
and a very bad tennis piayer. He frank- 


ly says so.

As a boxer the President is danger- 
ous without being a clean-cut sparrer. 
He has a fair amount of science, good 
speed and great endurance.

To deliver a blow quickly 
when sparring with a ees man, it is 
necessary to put steam behind it. This 
the President is amply able to do, but 
a fast, ran man with a long reach 
has no trouble in outpointing him. 

On the mat the President's near-sight- 
edness does not bother him, and his 

eat strength comes into play. Pro- 
essional wrestlers who have n on 
the mat with him declare that Mr. 
Roosevelt is one of the finest amateur 
wrestlers they have ever known. 

As a rider the President does not rank 
high.

Secretary Taft carries a bit too much 
weight nowadays to indulge in strenu- 
ous athletics, but he rides regularly and 
takes systematic exercise at home to 
keep down his weight.

The greatest athlete in public life here 
is Frank H. Hitchcock, First Assistant 
Postmaster-General.

This ts almost unique in 
college athletics, as a freshman has to 
be an exceptional man to get a position 
on uny team and then he has to work 
hard for it. Hitchcock's ability was so 
rare, however, that the management of 
the team waived precedent and sought 
him out. Hitchcock was working hard 
at ihe time and declined the offer. He 
says he regrets it to this day.

He says also that some players have 
to have one bat for slow pitchers. an- 
other for the speed merchants, and a 
third for bunting, but that one will suit 
all purposes as far as he is concerned. 
Hickman of Detroit can get along with 
25 bats when the season begins, but he 
Says he gives most of them away to 
other players. When -he gets a good 
ash he will not allow another player to 
take it in his hands, because it migat 
change the luck. 


Keeler Hard to Please. 


Willie Keeler, who stood second 1t0 
Lajoie in the American League av- 
erarges, has some bats which he has 
used for a long time. Keeler has to 
be suited down to the ground in this 
respect, however, before he thinks he is 
ready to face a pitcher. 

“IT can tell the moment I pick up a 
bat whether it suits:me or not. It must 
be a certain length and weight, with 
just the ringht kind of a handle for me 
to grip or I will not use it,”’ said Keeler 
in a talk,at American League headquar- 
ters the other day. “TI hold my bat dif- 
ferently from most players, for I do not 
grip it close to the end of the handie, 
but near the middle. That gives me a 
chance to either bunt or hit it out, with- 
ae the pitcher what I intend 
0 do. 

In the old days the heavy hitters, like 
Dan Brouthers, Roger Connor, Buck 
Pwing, Hardie Richardson and men of 
that stamp. always used long, heavy 
bats, and they took care of them, too. 
Mike Kelly was another stickler for 
good bats, and carried one around with 
him for two seasons. It was in 1889, 
when Kélly was the star catcher of the 
Boston team, that he lost this pet bat. 
He had been pounding the bal! all the 
season with great results, and he prized 
the bat so highly that he had his name 
painted on it, so that he could not lose 
it. Kelly finally went to Chicago to 
play an important series, and took his 
prize bat out to the grounds. The Chi- 
cago players had heard of the famous 
stick, and wanted to see it. But Kelly 
waved them off. 


“Kelly’s Too 


The game was close, 
inning the score was tied, with Kelly 
at the bat and two men out. Mark 
Baldwin was in the box for Chicago. 
and Capt. Anson told him to put them 
right over the plate. Kelly finally sin- 
gled out a beautiful straight ball and 
sent it clean over the center flelder’s 
head. The Chicago players were bound 
to get the bat, and, expecting Kelly to 
throw it to the ground before he start- 
ed for first base, they made a concerted 
rush for the plate to get it. But Kelly 
did not lose his head. He tucked the 
bat under his arm, raced around the 
bases for a clean home run, and then, 
as he put it back in the bag, he cried 
out to Anson: 

‘No chance to get the 
Kelly's too smart!”’

| have very closely studied the meth- 
ods of the exponents of the American 
school-of boxing during the 10 years 1 
was in America, and in that time I saw 
the best of them at work in the ring— 
Sullivan, Corbett. Kilrain, Dempsey, Mc- 
Auliffe, Young Griffo, Ryan, Ed Smith, 
Choyinski, Sharkey, Maher, Griffin, 
iLyneh, Dixon, Solly Smith, McCarthy, 
Lavigne and manv others, [I have seen 
in contests. and can therefore with some 
reason claim to know something of the 
American style of boxing. My opinion 
based on my 10 years’ American experi- 
ence and my 20 years’ 


English h experi- | men, 


ence of boxers and boxing, is that the 
American boxer is not yet born who can 
beat Jem Bowker in the ring at equa! 


weights. 

I will give my reasons for this 
opinion. We know that the salient 
features of the American style of box- 
ing are (1) footwork and (2) ambi- 
dexterity. The Americans when out- 
fighting depeng on their feet to get 
them out of danger, and use both 
hands for the counter attack. In close- 
quarter work in fighting or when they 
are weaving in to half-arm distance, 
they are ambidextrous in defense—i. 
e., they use both hands with which to 
“cover up’ from an opponent's at- 
tack. Granting from this that their 
strong point is footwork, I maintain 
that Bowker can beet them at their 
own game, as I can confidently and 
conscientiously say that I have never 
seen Joe's equal,. either in England or 
America, in the use of his feet. The 
natural impulse of a man who pos- 
sesses them is to use both hands ‘for 
attack, and he thus become ambidex- 
trous, 


Bowker as a Hitter. 


it has been said that Bowker is not 
a hard hitter, and I must confess that 
when I first saw him fight I leaned 
to that opinion myself. But after 
watching him closely during several 
protracted contests, I was compelled 
to modify my opinion, and though I 
cannot say he is a hitter of the Jack 
Roberts, Gunner Moir or Tom Thomas 
type, still he is not the lady sparrer 
which many people seem to think he 
is. His great and commendable cau- 
tion has no doubt given reason for 
this belief, as he never takes a chance 
avd is content to win safely on points 
instead of risking sudden and fluky 
defeat by foolishly “chancing the 
right.”’ 

Il have never seen Bowker fight 
twice alike, as he has always adapted 
his methods to those of the man in 
front of him, and by this he proves 
himself to be the natural fighter.

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| DOZEN TRUSTS ARE ON TRIAL IN FEDERAL COURTS | 


Standard Oil Oase Being Pre- 
pared Looked Upon “as 
Most Important. 





By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Not since 
the foundation of the Government has 
the Department of Justice been engaged 
in the prosecution of such important lit- 
igation against trusts as is now occu- 
Pying the attention of Attorney-General 
Moody, his entire corps of assistants 
and some of the most eminent counsel 
of the country, who have been employed 
to agsist the Government. A dozen im- 
portant cases are now: pending: in the 
Federal courts or are about to be pre- 
sented by the Department of Justice. 

It will be some months before the 
Government will begin its suit against 
the Standard Oil Co., which will be the 
mést important piece of. litigation ever 
undertaken by the Federal Government, 
as it affects nearly every home in the 
land. This prosecution will be brought 
with a view to securing an order re- 
straining the trust and its officials from 
continuing the unlawful acts which 
stifle competition. This action will be 
bretght as the result of the investiga- 
tion. of the business methods of the Oil 
Trust conducted by James R. Garfield, 
the Commissioner of Corporations, 

Mr. Garfield found that the Standard 





Oil Co. controls the market for 23,000,000 
of the 26,000,000 barrels of oil refined 
each year; that it has been and is now 
receiving secret rates and other unjust 
and illegal discriminations in its favor; 
that secret rates from Olean to Roch- 
ester give the Standard Oil Co. abso- 
lute control of the New York trade; 
that it has maintained almost absolute 
control of almost the whole section 
of the country south of the Ohio River 
and east of the Mississippi River by 
means of secret rates and open discrim- 
inations of rates from Whiting, Ind., 
and during 194 the Standard saved 
about $750,000 through secret rebates dis~ 
covered by the Bureau of Corporations. 


Attorney-General Moody and Solicitor- 
General Hoyt, Assistant Attorneys-Gen- 
eral Purdy, Russell, MacReynold and 
Robb and the other legal force of the 
Department of Justice are now ¢ ged 
in preparing the case against the Stan- 
dard. In a short time some of the best 
legal talent of the country will be em- 
ployed to assist in making out its case 
against the Oil Trust. It is appreciat- 
ed by the legal officers of the Govern- 
ment that they will have the battle of 
their lives in convicting the Standard 
Oll of the violations of the law with 
which it is charged, as the trust has in 
its service some of the most astute law- 
yers in the country and that they will 
contest every inch of ground with the 
Government in this prosecution. 

It is for these reasons that the Gov- 
ernment will proceed with utmost de- 
liberation and its case will be prepared 
with the greatest care before it.is pre- 
sented in court. This prosecution may 
be brought in the United States Circuit 
Court in New York City. 3

Renew Packers’ Case. 


The Government is ready to proceed 
with the prosecution of the case against 
the packers. They are charged in the 
bill of complaint filed in the United 
States Circuit Court at Chicago with en- 
tering into a combination in restraint of 
trade; that they control not only the 
price paid for cattle on the hoof, but the 
price of dressed meats and other pack- 
ing house products. They are also 
charged with dividing the territory of 
the country between themselves. thus 
making it impossible for competition to 
survive; that they are granted rebates 
by the trunk railroad lines entering at 
Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis and oth- 
er points, and in this manner secure 
such an advantage over their competi- 
tors that independent packers have been 
forced to retire from the field. The pe- 
tition asks for an order dissolving the 
combination, restraining the packers 
from doing the things with which they 
are charged. and of which the Govern-

| Two other important suits which the 
Federal Government will institute in the 
near future will be the prosecution of 
the anthracite and bituminous coal 
trusts. These cases are important to 
ee pecee because they will have a 
bearing on the price paid for coal used 
in cooking food and keeping themselves 
and their children warm during the 
winter. They will be important because 
practically all the manufacturing con- 
cerns and business houses of every 
character depend on the product of the 
soft coal mined by. the bitum{nous trust. 
On the price of this coal depends largely 
the cost of the material used in clothing 
the people. 

These two cases have only reached the 
initial stages and it will be some time 
before the Government wil] be ready to 
take issue with the trusts in the courts. 
Charles E. Hughes of New York, the 
man who exposed the life insurance 
frauds and Pf ge and Alexander 
ms er Jr. of Philadelphia have been 
employed by the Department of Juatice 
to examine the evidence secured by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
prepare the cases against the coal 
trusts. 

Many Railroads Involved. 

This prosecution will involve the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, B. & O., the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western and 
other railroad companies which contro! 
nearly all the mines in the anthracite 
coal fields, and by transporting coal 
over their lines and refusing to furnish 
cars to independent coal operators have 
secured control of the market for coal 
and have increased the price to the 
consumers. These roads have, it is 
charged, engaged in the sale of coal 
produced in their mines at figures which 
amount to a rebate on the freight rate. 
This practice has been held by the In- 
terstate Commission to be a violation of 
law and the prosecution will be for the 

urpose of restraining the _ railroads 
rom selling their own products; to stc 
the practice of granting rebates in au 
forms; compelling the roads to furnish 
independent operators with cars for the 
transportation of their products, and 
compelling the roads to confine their 
business to the operation of railroads. 

The same practice has been followed 
by the bituminous coal trust. and it is 
the belief of theAttorney-General that 
the Government has now enough evi- 
dence to justify a prosecution which 
will terminate in favor of the Govern- 
ment. 

Several days ago the department en- 
tered a suit against the drug trust at 
Indianapolis. In a bill of complaint pre- 
sented in the United States Circuit 
Court, an injunction is asked by the 
Government against the wholesale and 
retail @rug associations, directing them 
to refrain from continuing an illegal 
competition in restraint of trade. Ac- 
cording _to the Gavernment’s plea, the 
drug trust is an unincorporated cor- 
poration consisting of 90 per cent of 
the wholesale and retail drug dealers 
of the country. Before Selling goods to 
a prospective purchaser the trust re- 
quires him to become a member of the 
association, and to agree to sell goods 
ata price fixed by the trust. If any 
dealer fails to keep this agreement tRe 
trust declines to sell him any more 
goods and he is practically driven oO

Victory Over Paper Trust. 


A prosecution of the Paper Trust has 


ended in a victory in the United Sthktes 
Circuit Court for the District of Min- 
nesota. This trust was indicted by a 
grand jury for entering into a conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade and for driv- 
ing its cdmpetitors from the market. 
The officers of the trust declined to 
| Show their books to the United States 
District Attorney and refused to an- 
swer questions relating to the business 
, Of the trust on the ground that to do 
so would incriminate them. 

This question was taken to the United 
| States Supreme Court,’ which directed 
| the officers to exhibit their books and 
answer the questions. This Court also 
held that these officials could not be 
prosecuted individually, but that any 
evidence they gave could be used by 
the Government against the corporation 
and other officials who did not furnish 





This decision was so clearly against 
the contentions of the trust that when 
the case was recalled this week the Gen- 
eral Paper Co. attorneys withdrew 
all pleas,. the officers paid the $100 
fines assessed for contempt of court at 
the time they refused to answer the 
questions and it was announced that 
the company would wind up its affairs 
by June 16. When the suit was filed, 
paper was selling at $2.25 to $2.50 per 
hundredweight, but lately sales have 
been made at $1.8 per hundredweight. 

The Tobacco Trust will be made a de- 
fendant in a case to be brought by the 
Department of Justice in the United 
states Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York. This trust has 
not been indicted, but its officers, when 
being examined by the grand jury, de- 
clined to produce its books and refused 
to answer questions relating to the op- 
erations of the trust on the ground that 
they would incriminate themselves by 
doing so. This question was taken to 
the Supreme Court, which decided 
against the officers, and directed them 
to produce the books and answer the 
questions, as they could not be prose- 
cuted, but the prosecution would lie 
against the corporation. The examina- 
tion before the grand jury will be re- 
sumed in the fall. 


Sugar Trust Indicted. 


An indictment against the Sugar 
Trust has-been secured in the Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York for obtaining rebates from rail- 
roads frem railroads on shipments of 
sugar in violation of the Elkins anti- 
rebate law. This indictment was se- 
cured a few days ago and the prosecu- 
tion will be pushed at the fall term of 
the court.

ROM LIBERALS 


Walsh Sees Discouragement in 
Slowness of English Min- 
istry for Reforms. 








EVICTIONS STILL ON 





Money Is Not Appropriated for 
Carrying Out of Land 
Laws. 


BY RICHARD D. WALSH, 

When the present Liberal Government 
was formed, promises were made that 
the administration of Ireland should be 
brought into accord with Irish ideas. 
These promises were made not only in 
the King’s speech, but by the respon- 
sible ministers of the Crown in Parlia- 
ment. 

lt was on the strength of the repre- 
sensations made by Liberal leaders 
during the general election, in reference 
to the future government of Ireland, 
that the Irish voters of Great Britain 
accorded support to the Liberal party 
and had it returned to power by such 
an unprecedented majority. 

Many good friends of Ireland ex- 
pressed considerable doubt as to the 
wisdom of this policy, contending that 
the cause would best be served by hav- 
ing the two great English parties as 
equally balanced as possible. In view, 
however, of the coercive and reaction- 
ary measures of the Tory Government 
during the preceding 20 years, and espe- 
clally because of the attempt to dis- 
franchise a large number of Irish con- 
stituencies, besides other equally strong 
reasons, it was the only course which 
prudence and patriotism alike suggested 
to the Irish leader—John Redmond—to 


adopt. 

It may be somewhat early yet to-judge 
the actions of English ministers in the 
present-day affairs of Ireland, but so 
far there is a wide gulf between their 
promises and performances. The mal- 
administration of the Land Act of 1903 
is one of the most serious charges again 
present Irish officialdom. The 
Estates Commissioners have full au- 
thority to restore the evicted tenants, 
but are blocked by the British Treasury, 
which refuses necessary funds. The ex- 
cuse cannot be given by the Treasury 
that it has not sufficient funds at its 
disposal to carry out this most import- 
ant work. 

The Presbyterian Queen's College of 
Belfast has recently been granted a 
sum of nearly $100,000 for educational 
purposes, but the deplorable condition 
of the evicted tenants is ignored. More- 
over, the Catholics of Ireland are not 
given a cent for the improvement of 
higher education; although the country 
is overtaxed $75,000,000 a year. , 

When such conditions -exist. under the 
present Liberal Government, it is no 
wonder that Mr. Redmond should de- 
scribe the situation as ‘“‘complex, .diffi- 


cult and dangerous.”’ os 

It is no surprise also that the emi- 
nent prelate, Cardinal Logue, ‘should ex- 
press his distrust of the English min- 
istry of the day, a devlare that the 
present outlook for Ireland is anything 
but encouraging.’ The only remedy for 
Dublin Castle rule in Ireland, which is 
always subversive of popular interest 
and prosperity, is a native legislature, 
which will be. directly responsible to 
the people. Until this !s done it is use- 
less to expect that either peace or con- 
tentment will be permanent conditions 
in the Emerald Isle. 

I had thought that evictions in Ire- 
land were a thing of the past, but 
landlordism is evidently not yet quite 
dead. A peculiarly brutal and an abort- 
ive attempt was made two weeks ago 
in the neighborhood of Swineford, Coun- 
ty Mayo. A tenant named McAndrew 
held a patch of bog land from an in- 
dividual named Joynt. For a long series 
of years he had paid h's rent by re- 
mittance of the wages of his labor di- 
rect from England. The holding itself 
could never yield enough to pay the 
rent, but the man tenaciously clung to 
the place, which had been the home of 
his childhood. When he became too old 
to labor in England—he is now between 
80 and 90 years of age—he was ruthless- 
ly evicted from his old home. He re- 
turned to its shelter because it was the 
only home the old man knew. In order 
to vindicate the majesty of the law a 
local magistrate sentenced him to three 
months’ imprisonment. On his release 
from prison he went straight ‘to his 
hut, and another attempt was made to 
evict him. But his physical condition 
was such as to make his removal im- 
possible. If he survives, he will prob- 
ably. get:a longer ‘sentence for «his 
heinous crime. 

Barry O’Brien of London, who is 
treasurer of the Fontenoy memorial 
fund, announces that he has received 
$750 of the $1500 necessary to complete 
the memorial. The greatest interest 
has been created fn this mcvement in 
Belgium, and a free site has been of- 
fered for the monument in the village 
of Tournal and also in Fontenoy. The 
monument will be erected next year, 
and it is to be hoped that the com- 
mittee in charge will then have sgyf- 
ficient funds to complete it. The idea 
is one that appeals to the sentiment of 
‘all those who believe in Ireland as a na-

tion. 

When Bailie John Ferguson passed 
away at Glasgow a week ago, Ireland 
lost one of her most devoted and dis- 
tinguished sons. Ferguson came of the 
stanch Presbyterian stock of UWister 
which, during the troublous days of 
1798, gave so many patriotic sons to 
Ireland. He was a close friend and co- 
laborer with Isaac Butt when the lat- 
ter gentleman was the leader of the 
Home Rule party in the British Isles. 
Fergusos was a forceful and eloquent 
speaker and I have frequently heard 
him thrill many a crowded audience in 
the Round Room of the old Rotunda at

Under their teaching he decided it was 
his mission to right the wrongs of the 
Homestead steel workers, and he came 
to Pittsburg determined to kill Mr. 
Frick. 

The Gaturday following the entrance 
of the troops into Homestead was the 
day Berkman selected for his assault. 
He had made several visits to the office 
in Fifth avenue, but each time had been 
unable to get at his victim. That Sat- 
urday afternoon he forced his way past 
the clerks and the office porter, burst 
into Frick’s private office. and, almost 
hefore he could rise from his chair, was 
firing at him with a revolver he held in 
one hand. while in the other he bran- 
dished a knife. Mr. Leishman was with 
Mr. Frick talking over business mat- 
ters. Although desperately wounded, Mr. 
Frick sprang for his assassin and a 
struggle for life ensued, which was man- 
fully joined in by Mr. Letshman. They 
battled all over the office, Berkman 
striking with his knife and endeavoring 
again to fire his revolver. Both Mr.

Frick and Mr. Leishman were injured in 
the fight for the knife. The fight only 
lasted a moment or two when help ar- 
rived from the outer office and the an- 
archist was overpowered. 


News Kept From Wife. 


After the fight was over Mr. Frick’s 
first thought was of his wife and fam- 
ily. A child had been born to him but 
a few days before. “Don’t let my wife 
hear of this,”” he commanded, and hia 
condition was kept from her for sev- 
eral days until he was out of danger. 
She Knew he had been injured, but how 
seriously she did not learn for weeks. 
His next thought was for the big plant 
at Homestead. ‘‘We will go on with the 
‘eht,” he said. -“The arnegie Steel 
Co. is independent of labor unions here 
after.’ 

Berkman was brought to a speedy trial 
and convicted on several counts and was 
given the limit, aggregating 20 years al 
solitary confinement in the Western 
Penitentia and one year in the Alle- 
gheny Workhouse. 

Of all the prisoners who have been 
confined in the Western Peniltentlary 
Berkman was one of the most remarka- 
ble. From the very day he entered the 
institution he went to work to earn all 
the commutation that might be coming 
to kim on his long term. He began at 
onc® to master the rules of the prison 
and in the years he was confined there 
he never had a black against his record. 
He was released last September and 
taken at once to the Workhouse to serve 
his last year. behavior there won 
him commutation aiso, and he will step 
out a free man next Friday after serv- 
ing 13 years and eight months for one 
of the most sensational crimes in the 
history of this country. 

The young anarchist determined that 
he would live his term and come out a 
stronger, healthier man than he entered. 
With the devotion of a monk he applied 
aimself to physical exercise, never miss- 
ing a day in the development of his mus- 
cles. His excellent conduct won for him 
many favors from the prison officers, 
who soon learned that he could be trust- 
ed, and they began to take pride in his 
accomplishments. 

| Berkman developed a passion for read- 
ing and Chaplain Milligan gave him ev- 
6ry opportunity to indulge this taste. It 
is doubtful if any man who graduates 
from any first-class universitv can dis- 
play a better general knowledge of the 
best literature of the world than this 
Russian bookbinder, who started out to 
destroy life in the mistaken idea that by 
dqing so he was righting the wrongs of 
the workingmen. The anarchistic pam- 
phiets which had been his food before 
he was sent ts prison were no longer ob- 
tainable and his mind was fed on 
healthier literature. 


Masters Three Languages. 


When he entered the Penitentiary he 
could speak English but imperfectly _ 
could read nothing but his own langu 
He expressed a desire to enter the pr * 
on school and there began the perfection 
of his knowledge of English. He made 
wonderful progress and having mastered 
the Bagiieh lan uae as few high school 
scholars know he took up the study 
of German. wentartun that in a few 
years, he applied himself to French. As 
& result he steps out of the prison an 
accomplished linguist, master of four 

nguages, including his own. 

Berkman's ideas of anarchy have 
changed since his confinement. He is 
stili of the working class. He is. still 
imbued with the idea that he has a mis- 
sion to perform in helping them to rise 
from their present state. But he does 
not believe that can oe accomplished

was removed from the Penitentiary to 
the Workhouse he seid: 

“All I want is to.live my life in peace. 
I have paid the penalty of my crime, 
and society has no further demand upon 
me on that score.

The soil in the valley of the 
Missouri is declared Sy experts to 
equal, if not surpass, that of the fa- 
mous Valley of the Nile. This cultli- 
vation has made it necessary to remove 
the forests which once approached to 
the water's edge. The soil has been 
loosened by the plow, and the river dur- 
ing times of high water has spread over 
the farms and carried many of them 
away. This has caused the bed of the 
river to assume wider proportions, 
while it has carried the dirt into the 
channel, filling it up. 

Several years ago the Government 
made a small appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Missouri. The money 
was in such small amounts that little 
work could be done from year to year, 
making it possible for the river to un- 
do in a short time all that had been 


| done in the year before. 


Residents of towns and farms along 
the Missouri looked for assistance from 
the present administration, but none 
has come. Senator Warner, who hails 
from Kansas City, was expected to 
push a river bill, but so far none has 
been introduced by him, and at this late 
day there is little probability that he 
will make any effort to secure the pass- 
age of sueh a measure. 


Klepper’s Modest Demand. 


Congressman Klepper, a Repwblican, 
from the Third Missouri District, re- 
cently introduced a bill to appropriate 
$100,000 for the improvement of the Mis- 
souri, but with this sum no good could 
be done. For this reason there is little 
prospect that it will pass Congress, 
Any improvement that it could make 
would be purely local at best and 
would not tend to the general improve- 
ment of the river. 

Congressman Shackleford, a Demo- 
crat, however, has a bill now before the 
’House which he will make vigorous ef- 
forts to have peaved. Shackleford wants 
an appropriation of $5,000,000 a year for 
20 years for the improvement of the Mis- 
souri, and to restore it to my ogg A 
This bill meets with general favor in 
this State. If it passes there will be 
enough money, it is believed, to make 
the Missouri a formidable opponent to 
excessive railroad freight rates. 

With steamboats plying between Sioux 
City and St. Louis, much freight be- 
tween those points and between St. 
Louis and Kansas City could be han- 
dled by the boats. which would force 
a reduction in railroad rates. 

Congressman Shackleford, who is now 
in Jefferson City, declared he would 
make every effort possible to pass his 
bill, though he expects opposition from 
the railroads. He believes that what 
once was can be again. He sees no rea- 
son why the Missouri should not be 
navigable. He points out that if the 
Missouri is properly ee the ex-

On the busy corner of Vandeventer 
avenue and Morgan street at 6 o'clock 
last night, when hundreds of persons 
were on the Street, many of them re- 
turning from the baseball game, Roy 
Meadows, 12 years old, of 3904 Page ave- 
nue, plunged a Knife into the back of 
Arthur Brown, a newsboy, 16 years old, 
of 1404 Whittier street. 

One of those who saw the stabbing 
was Roy Meadows’ father, who stepped 
from a street cam just as his son:raised 
the knife to strike. Charles Meadows, 
an older brother, was also present, but 
neither he or his father reached the 
scene in time to prevent the tragic cli- 
max. 

The wounded boy is at his home in a 
serious condition, the blade having nar- 
rowly missed his right lung. Dr. Harry 
Meyers of 1823 North Taylor avenue 
fears that hemorrhages may cause 
death. 

The boy was on the step of a west- 
bound Suburban car when he was cut. 

A moment before he had picked up 
« little stray black and tan dog and 
thrown it in the face of Roy Mead- 
ows, This was the immediate. provo- 
cation for the stabbing, but there had 
been ill feeling between the boys 
since Tuesday. Before that they had 
been chums. 

Quarreclied About Canady Dog. 

The Meadows. boy, who is under ar- 
rest, said. to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er: 

“Arthur and I had a quarrel Tues- 
day. 1 was eating a candy dog and 
he wanted a bite. I wouldn't give him 
any and he said he would get even 
with me, 

“Tonight 1 went to the corner to 
meet my papa. I do that nearly every 
night, Arthur was there. He tried 
to make friends and asked me iif | 
would deliyer some papers for him. 

“I told him 1 didn’t want anything to 
do with him. Then he asked me if ] 
would take a walk with him and I told 
him to. g0 on away and let me alone. 

“He called me names and I talked 
back. I wasn't very mad until. he 
picked up a little dog and threw it in 
my face. I've got*a bad temper. | 
puiled Out my knife and went for him. 
lie ran and when he jumped on a street 
car ft stuck the knife in his back. 

“I'm awful sorry now and I hope he'li 
get well all right. He was so much biz- 
ger than I was, and then almost any- 
body will get mad when they throw a 
dog at him.” 

The injured boy tells the same story 
except that he says it was a picture 
which caused the first quarrel. 

“Roy had a picture that | wanted to 
look at and he wouldn't let me see it,’ 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘We 
had another quarrel tonight, but I didn’t 
know he was following me when | 
jumped on the car.”

WASHING TAN, Mav 12.—Assistant 
Secretary of State Peirce appeared be- 
fore the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs today and replied to the charges 
made against him by Robert M. Mc- 
Wade, formerly Consul-General at Can- 
ton, China, who was removed after an 
investigation into his conduct and char- 
acter by Peirce. 

Peirce reiterated his charges of cor- 
ruption, drunkenness and malfeasance in 
Office made against McWade. He also 
declared that McWade was engaged in 
the sale of fradulent certificates admit- 
ting Chinese into the United States. 

He submitted a great deal of docu- 
mentary evidence to prove the charges 
he made against McWade. One was a 
letter written by Secretary Taft, in 
which the Secretary declared that Mc- 
Wade was a crook and a thief. 

Referring to the charge by McWade 
that Peirce had forced McWade to give 
him a tiger-skin rug, Peirce said Mc- 
Wade tried to give it to him three times, 
and also a set

“When I discovered,’ said Peirce, 

McWade had unwarrantédiy had the 
tiger skin in question packed in with 
my. effects, I did not know where to 
send it.

The editorial which caused the trou- 
ble was published March 22 and read 
as follows: 

“If a decent newspaper could safely 
soil its columns with an account of the 
details of the scene and the language 
which infuriated Chief Metzger to the 
point of striking the despotler of a little 
girl, there would be no further effort on 
the part of Judge Alford to force a 
grand jury to indict the Chief. There is 
not! a man in Indianapolis worthy the 
name but would have struck the foul 
mouth of the man who stigmatized the 
poor little victim before him with the 
vilest epithet one can call a woman, It 
is a miserable effort to bolster a cause 
that must’ talk about 
rights for the sake of a brute who got 
just what he deserved and which Metz- 
ger gave him without permission from 
the constitution.’

WHO WHIPPED HIM.

This was the first issue of Pilcher'’s 
paper. In his article Pilcher said: 

‘*Peel soon got nutty and fancied him- 
self a mind reader, detective, sieuth, 
etc., when, in fact, he was only pos- 
sessed of a disordered imagination and a 
tongue tied in the middle, so he could le 
with both ends at the same time.”’

CHICAGO, May 12.—Following 1!n- 
structions from Washington the ‘In- 
terstate Commerce Commission today 
overruled the Standard Oil objection to 
extending the present inquiry beyond 
strictly interstate questions, and heard 
a statement from F. S. Hibbs of Spring- 
field, Ill., a former Standard Oil agent, 
as to petty frauds and deceptions ha- 
bitually practiced by the Standard, as 
follows: 

Chimney trick—Use a 
from which the magnesia has not been 
burned, for competitor's oil, and an 
old chimney highly polished for the 
Standard’s product. The new chimney 
‘burns brown, while the old chimney 
burns a considerable time without being 
tarnished by the inferior oil. 

Water trick—Wet with water the wick 
to be used by the competitor's oil for 
an inch below the burner, then wet the 
upper part with oil. This burns well un- 
til the ofl in the upper part has burnt 
out. The oil in the bowl cannot come 
up fast enough through the water and 
whe competitors’ oil “‘smokes.”’ 

Trim trick—Trim wicks for competit- 
straight across, spreading the 
fibers. Result: a thick, red, smoky 
flame. Trim the Standard wick to pre- 
sent a thin edge. Result a pure white 
light. , 

Siphonage trick—Allow competitor's 
wick to curl around the bottom of the 
bowl, but have the Standard's wick 
hang straight, giving it a shorter 
siphonage. 

Bend trick—Bend the burner 
the competitor's. lamp and let 
much air. Result: smoke. 

Air hole trick—Close up the air holes 
in the bottom of the burner with flour 
or chewing gum, thus cutting off the 
oxygen and producing a smoky flame. 

Frank Bush of Peoria was the “pro- 
fessor’ who taught the tricks to the 
agents, said Hibbs.

“We have an indictment pight here 
against a Standard Oil official,. shvuted 
Attorney Monnett, waving a copy of 
the Collins indictment above his head. 

‘It is a case where Gov. Deneen re- 
fused to aid the prosecution in getting 
the man to trial. Collins wrote and tn- 
duced one Kercher to swear falsely and 
claim property which belonged to the 
Standard Oil. Gov. Deneen was asked 
to issue extradition papers on the Gov- 
ernor of Ohio in June. He refused on 
the ground that the defendant was not 
in the State at the time the offense 
was committed and therefore could not 
be held to have fled from the State. 
That is fine law.”’

He told of his negotia- 
tions with the President on the rate 
question. They began on March 41, 
when ex-Senator Chandler called on 
Tillman and said the President desired 
to get in communication with him and 
Senator Bailey, looking to an arrange- 
ment by which the Hepburn bill could 
be saved from obnoxious amendments. 

The President had named Senators 
Knox amd Spooner, in addition to Sena- 
tor Foraker, as among the constitution- 
al lawyers whose advice he did not wish 
followed. Chandler said that the Presi- 
dent would go no further than 4 limited 
review and on that point his position 
wus unalterable. 


Stery of Negotiations. 


Tillman saw Bailey on the following 


Monday, and that night informed Chan- 
dier there would be no trouble in unit- 
ing Democrats to support the President. 
Tillman gave various dates on which 
Chandler had brought messages from 
the President and took others in re- 
turn. On April 15 Senators Tillman and 
Bailey had a long conference with At- 
torney-General Moody at the Presi- 
dent’s request. All were agreed on the 
chief points involved. Moody promised 
to send Senators Tillman and Balley the 
draft of such an amendment as the 
President would accept. Moody subse- 
quently sent this amendment. 

As a result of more conferences it 
was agreed that 26 Democrats and 20 
Republicans could be obtained for the 
amendment. There was no suspicion 
that there was any change in the ar- 
rangement between the President and 
the Democrats until May 4 in the aft- 
ernoon, when the President summoned 
% newspaper correspondents to the 
White House and announced his surren- 
der to those favoring a broad judicial 
review amendment. 

Tillman submitted to the Senate and 
had read the original Moody amend- 
ment with corrections in the hand- 
writing of Moody and Senator Bailey. 
The provisions followed the lines of 
the Long and Overman amendments, 
and prohibited temporary restraining 
orders. : %. 


When Roosevelt Surrendered. 


On Friday night, said Tillman, he 
heard of the President's surrender 


from one of those who attended the 
White House conference. He and ex- 
Senator Chandler went to see Bailey. 
All three then went to see Attorney- 
General Moody, who declared he -was 
entirely ignorant of any change in 
the President's attitude. Tillman told 
how he had mediated a long time be- 
fore he swallowed his pride arid‘‘con- 
sented to co-operate with the Presi- 
dent, after the great indignity) a® he 
regarded it, that had been put upon 
him. He had consulted with S@nhator 
Allison, who assured him that 28 Re- 
publicans would vote with thé*Dem- 
ocrats for a limited judicial ‘¥Yeview 
umendment. ' 

Aldrich, said Tillman, has re*umed 
control of the Republic. He believed 
many Republican Senators would re- 
joice that the President has gottén be- 
tween them and the people, as he did 
in his telegram to the State Grange of 
Pennsylvania. In his last official .com- 
munication, the Standard Oil message, 
the President still insisted on a limited 
court review. Such a provision. would 
have been put in the bill, he said, if the 
President had stood by his orginal po- 
sition. As for the breaking of faith 
with the Democrats Tillman would say 
nothing, leaving it for the people to 
judge hereafter. 

Senator Carter said Chandler would 
undoubtedly make an interesting con- 
tribution to current literature, and in- 
timated that his version of the Presi- 
dent’s negotiations with the Democrats 
would be entirely different from. that 
made by Tillman. 

Tillman said he would be delighted to 
hear from ex-Senator Chandler on the 
subject, 

“I would, also,” he said, “be pleased 
to hear from Theodore Roosevelt and 
William H. Moody.” .

Despite the frequent injection of at- 
tacks on the President and political top- 
ics, considerable progress was made on 
the rate bill.

One great difference between this and 
other ‘“‘hikes’’ that have been made in 
the Moro country at various times was 
that the country people were heartily 
in favor of the Americans. During the 
whole three days, when messengers and 
carriers were going back and forth be- 
tween the town and the hill, not an 
American was molested. On many oth- 
er expeditions half the casualties have 
been due to men being cut up on the 
trail while separated from their com- 
mands. This time the men to be at- 
tacked were not defending their homes 
against a foreign invader, but were out- 
laws cast off by their clans, who had 
gathered on the crater of Mount Dajo, 
and from there had for months past 
been raiding and murdering the peace- 
ful countrymen below. This was why, 
in spite of the claims of kinship, and the 
still stronger claim of religious hatred, 
our soldiers were helped instead of be- 
tng molested by the country people on 
the road. 

The so-called trails up Dojo are only 
goat paths, not wide enough most of 
the way for two men to walk abreast. 

The timber is thick and the under- 
growth is a tangled thorny mass wall- 
ing in the trail. To leave the path one 
must hack his way as he goes. This 
compelled the 200 men in each column 
to be strung out single file far down the 
tralis, so that only those that were 
near the heads of the columns knew 
much of what was going on by actual 
observation, , 

When a bend in the path was 
reached the leading files would skirmish 
forward to the next turn, and when 
they had reached it and found no ob- 
struction they would wave to the boys 
behind to come on. Round the next 
corner perhaps they found a trench 
across the path, and then the main

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the defenders. Sometimes when the 
latter were well posted or exceptionally 
obstinate it was neeessary to send half 
a dozen as a flanking party to hack a 
path off to the side of the trail to reach 
a position from which the trench could 
be enfiladed, but more often after the 
exchange of a few shcts the Moros 
would make a rush down the trail hop- 
ing to get to close quarters. Death 
they cared nothing for; all they desired 
was to see the blood of an infidel before 
they died, that they might enjoy great- 
er glory.in their hereafter. 


Buckshot at Close Range. 


For fighting like this at close quar- 
ters the constabulary shotgun loaded 
with buckshot was found more satisfac- 
tory than the rifles. The latter would 
kill a man a mile away, but when it 
was a question of stopping him within 
2 feet they didn’t work so well. Un- 
less shot through the brain or the heart 
a Moro, with the hope of heaven in 
his heart. came right along after a 
Krag bullet had drillec through him al- 
most as though he had never been 
touched. In that case the man who 
had his bayonet exercise down pat found 
the value of it in a hurry. : 

Fortunately for us the Moros had 
chosen not to defend the trail with 
their whole force; most of them were 
waiting for us on the top of the hill. 
These trail trenches in most cases con- 
tained only half a dozen or less of the 
more adventurous spirits. Most of them 
dug just a simple ditch across the path 
with the earth thrown out in front, and 
sometimes a tree felled on top. 

Although the tall timber shaded the 
trail from the sun, it kept away the 
breeze also, and although the tempera- 
ture wasn't over 90, after marching 
eight miles to get. into . position, 200 
rounds of ammunition began to weigh 
pretty heavy, to say nothing of the 
rest of the kit. Canteens had all been 
refilled at the last stream crossed, but 
there wasn’t much left. in most of them 
bythe time the end of the trail was 
reached. Not half way up the trail it 
got so bad that it was impossible for 
the pack mules to go further, so after 
that the extra ammunition also had to 
go on men’s backs. 

Gun Taken Up in Pieces. 


The Colt mountain with Lewton, tak- 
en up piece by piece, was finally 
dragged onto a knoll about 800 yards 
from the crest and set to throwing 
three-inch shrapnel into the  fortifi- 
cation. 

When the head of the column had 
fought its way to the Moro clearing at 
the top of the trail it was confronted 
by a cliff rising almost sheer 50 feet, 
while from the foot of the actual cliff 
the ground fell away at_an angle of 
perhaps 50 degrees. ' Having been 
warned of the position of the Moro 
cannon Lawton's men hacked a way 
with bolos through the thicket to flank 
the position. Meanwhile word was hur- 
ried to the rear that Lawton was ready 
to scale the cliff. 

Theoretically, of cotirse, the head of 
each column should have been closely 
followed by a signal corps with a 
telephone wire, so that the general 
in command might know just what had 
been done and be able to give his orders 
without this delay, which might have 
meant the failure of the expedition. 

Finally seeing it was too late to as- 
sault that night the order was given to 
withdraw part way down the hill to a 
knoll where the brushwood was thinner 
and some sort of defense could be made 
against a night attack. 

Meanwhile on the other two trails 
the columns had been having similar 
experiences, Capt. Rivers had been se- 
verely wounded and compelled to turn 
over his command to Capt.- Koehler. 
Col. Duncan decided not to attempt the 
assault that night, and ordered the col- 
umns to throw up defenses. Water and 
“chow had to be brought up on men’s 
backs, and the men were exhausted 
when, under heavy guard, they lay 
down to snatch a few hours’ sleep on 


their arms. .

With the exception of a few slight 
alarms from rattled sentries, the night 
passed quietly, and when the camps 
were roused they were shrouded in 
thick mist. ‘“‘Chow’’ was soon disposed 
of, scouts sent up the trail to see if 
there were any fresh developments, and 
by the time the sun got high enough to 
disperse the fog, the Colt gun on the 
knoll was throwing shrapnell into the 
fort. Ensign Cooke of the gunboat 
Pampanga and his bluejackets were 
rigging block and tackle to get a ma- 
chine guh on top of the cliff. 


As soon as the foot of the cliff was 








reached, volunteers were set to climb- 
ing trees, from which they could see 
into the cotta. It was risky business, 
as the Moros in the cotta could see 
them as easily as they, and the range 
was short enough to make a shotgun 
as effective as a rifle. However, up 
they went, with rifles slung to their 
backs and, though many were wounded, 
they did good work in keeping down 
the fire from above. Meanwhile the 
men below were hacking away clear- 





ing a path through the jungle, looking 
for a place where the cliff might prove 
scalable. Suddenly came a shower of 
boulders from above, with the explosion 
of Moro grenades, made by filling 
conch shells with powder and attach- 
ing a lighted fuse. Before the smoke 
and dust cleared away came a rush of 





Moros leaping down the precipice, care- 
less whether they broke a leg in the 
descent, so long as they got to close 
quarters. Then it was hand to hand, 
bayonet against creese and campilan, 
and each man for himself. Guns were 
of little use; it was a whirling scrim- 
mage of Moros and Americans, and 
one was as likely to hit a friend as a 
foe. When it ended the Moros were 


dead or dying. 
Women Rush Down Cliff, 


Three of these rushes came, but all 
ended the same way. After the first 
one the hospital corps men tried to at- 
tend to the Moro wounded,¢ but after 
three Americans had been killed by the 
wounded to whom they were giving suc- 
cdr no more chances were taken. Wom- 
en had come down the cliff as well as 
men, and fought as fiercely with spear 
or barong as the men did, until they 
were killed. In the smoke and confu- 
sion of the melee it Would have been 
hard to tell them apart, anyway, as the 
dress is similar, and they had cut their 
hair short and put on the white turban, 
‘which signified they were ready to die 


for the faith. 

A big storm was coming on, and a 
message from Col. Duncan ordered the 
attack to be pushed home. On their side 
Bundy's men made 4 dash, formed a 
pyramid of men, 45 in a wall-scaling 
drill, and the others went up the pyra- 
mid and gained the crest. It was lively 
up there for a few minutes while the 





lodgment was being made, but it held, 
and-in a few minutes the. sailors had 
their block and tackle hitched to a tree 
and hauled up a machine gun. When 


that was once up and ready for busi- 
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ness the hardest of the work was 
done. 

All the way up the trail the head of 
Bundy’s column was held by the Moro 
Constabulary, 40 men under Capt. 
White. That Bundy’s men were able to 
make the first lodgment on the Hp of 
the crater was due simply to their hap- 
pening to find an available ascent first. 
Koehler's men had been ordered to 


keep up a lively demonstration in their 





front to keep the Moros from reinforc- 
ing the other cottas, but not to attempt 
to gain the lip, as their cliff was too 
difficult to be scaled without too large 
a loss of life. 

It was 4 o'clock in the afternoon be- 
fore Lawton finally worked his way 
through the jungle to a place where the 
cliff was low enough to be scaled. The 
men in the treetops redoubled their fire 
to keep the lip clear at the place 
chosen, anl up went the men. They 
reached the top and were closely fol- 
lowed by the sailors with the machine 
gun. With a clear range along the 
main trench at 150 yards it was then 
merely a matter of keeping the stream 
of bullets pointed on the mass in the 
trench as long as any were left. They 
tried a rush from the end nearest the 
gun, but the fire was too deadly. When 
the Moro fire began to slacken the 
stream of bullets was shut off that the 
enemy might have a chance to surren- 
der if they wished, but they had no such 
intention. They kept on firing as long 
as they could, then they would throw 
aside their guns, snatch a spear or 
bayonet and start on a rush toward 
the gun, to be shot down before they 
reached It.

have a final chance to surrender with- 
out further bloodshed.’ Major-General

Although Gen. Wood had assumed full 
responsibility for what was done, he 
left Col. Duncan rhed in his 
command of the ex tion. The troops 
were ordered to stay where they were 
and prepare defense for the night. This 
was Wednesday, March 7. 

Fresh ammunition was brought up 
and served out to those who had run 
short, and. the wounded were sent down 
the tratl in blankets on crossed rifles, 
and more food and water was brought 
up the hill. The night was spent un- 
der heavy patrols, to guard against sur- 
prise. 

Meanwhile an interpreter had been 
sent with’a final message to the sur- 
vivors. Would they lay down their arms 
and surrender, or if they would not do 
that would they send their women and 
children down the mountain, where they 
would be given fair treatment? The of- 
fer was rejected with scorn; they would 
not surrender, and the women and chil- 
dren should stay with them. If the fn- 
fidels wanted them let them come and! 
take them. 

Trench a Death Trap. 
About midnight the final orders were 
sent out. Lawton was to move at day- 
break around the southeastern lip of the 
crater, till he reached a position from 
which his machine gun could enfilade 
the cotta. Koehler was to bring most 
of his men around to join Bundy, leay- 
ing enOugh to prevent a rush down the ~ oe 
trail. Bundy’s machine gun was to work jg e Bang ino’ eee 
around the north lip of the crater till a surrendered 
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Announcement 


We take pleasure in announcing to the pub-

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Not 100 yards from the trench was a 
group of women and children sitting 
looking on. They were not molested, 
being out of the direct line of fire, and 
no men being among them. A _ few 
minutes after the firing finally ceased 
they were photographed as they sat 
quietly in a circle, with the dead lying 
all around. They were kindly treated 
and cared for by the troops, and sent 
out of the way in case there should be 
further fighting. They belonged to men 
who had told them to keep out of the 
fighting line. 

In the trench itself it was different, 
There the bodies lay in heaps three and 
four deep as they had fallen when the 
shells struck them, and the shells had 
not distinguished between the sexes. 
Women lay there with their hands still 
grasping the spear or the campilan; the 
men had kept the guns to themselves. 
Women had taken their babies with 
them when they went to the trench, 
and the babies had met death to which 
their mothers took them. It was piti- 
ful, but it was their choice, not ours. 
The women had chosen to stay with 
their husbands and fight, and not to 
leave the hill, as they had been given 
the opportunity to do. They had chosen 
not only to fight themselves, but to 
take their children into the trench with 
them, and the shells made no distinc- 
tion. 

From the lip of the crater on the in- 
side the ground gracualiy slopes away 
toward the middle, where the depres- 
sion is perhaps 166 feet deep in places.

FEARS FEDERAL COURTS

James A. Smith, City Building Com- 
misssioner, is the “billboard fighter of 
St. Louis.” He received his name from 
the king Of billboards whose word is 
billboard law in at least eleven cities. 

If Mr. Smith had his way not a bill- 
board would be standing in St. Louis. 
Unless—there are several unlesses and 
you must give close heed—the billboard 
in question was in the right place, of 
the right size and had upon it the right 
kind of matter, all the “‘rights’’ to be 
judged by the Building Commissioner. 

But the having of his way depends up- 
on the rotting of wood. That is part of 
his way. Not all of it can be given 
him even by the present city ordinance, 
which is said to be hard upon billboards. 
You may care to know that Mr. Smith 
drew up that ordinance himself and 
made it as strong as he could. 

The wood that must rot is that which 
is in signboards that do not comply with 
the present ordinance, and yet are in 
too good condition to be condemned. 

Some Billboards Artistic. 

Mr. Smith does not think all bill 
boards unbeautiful. He considers that 
many of them have artistic merit, espe- 
cially when placed at certain distances 
from the street. He gave of his know!l- 
edge on the subject to Miss Martyn and 
me when we visiteq him at his office, 
$10 City Hall, yesterday. 

The billboard man was word careful 
when he called the Building Commis- 
sioner a fighter. He has fighting jaws 
and eyebrows and his brown eyes do not 
look as if they know how to blink for 
quits. 

He is of that dangerous class of fight- 
ers that play fair and deceive their an- 
tagonists by making no effort to do so. 

He has the mind of a builder and con- 
verses as if he were placing joists and 


- beams in their pasitions in order that 


the other work may follow as it should. 
He has a reason for every demand he 
makes of a billboard man. For instance: 
“Tl insist that they build their billboards 
15 feet from the sidewalk,’ he says, 
“that is to prot@ct the lives of pedes- 
trians when strong winds are blowing. 


An Aid to Policemen. 
“The ordinance limits the height of 


billboards to 14 feet. That gives them 
room to fall without striking those who 
I saw a billboard fall 
across a street one evening just after a

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STEPFATHER'S BANS 








Texas Attorney-General Tells Clerk to Issue Licenses Regardless 
‘of Consent of the Newly-Acquired Parent of a Minor 
Bride to Be. 


AUSTIN, Tex., May 12. 

Y a ruling of Judge W E. Hawkins, 
B First Office Assistant Attorney- 

General, a stepfather cuts very lit- 
tle figure, if any, in the proposition on 
the marriage of his stepdaughter, who 
is under legal age. This is the first 
time in this State the question has been 
raised. The ruling was made in an- 
swer to inquiries from D. J. Cutberth, 
County Clerk of Bosque County. The 
opinion of Judge Hawkins is: 

“You desire to know whether you 
would be justified, under the laws of 
this State, in issuing a marriage license 
under the following circumstances: 

“The prospective groom is over 21 
years of age. The prospective bride is 
only 16 years of age. Her father is 
dead. Her mother, who has married 
again, is the statutory guardian of the 
estate of the minor, and consents to the 
iesuance of the license and to the 
marriage, but the minor's stepfather ob- 


jects. is 
“Revised statutes of Texas, article 2957, 


read as follows: 

‘No clerk shall issue a license with- 
out the consent of the parents or guar- 
dians of the parties applying, unless the 
parties so applying shall be, in the case 
of the male, 21 years of age, and in the 





“Is the stepfather a parent of the 
minor within the meaning of this 
Statute? This precise question seems 
not to have been decided in this State. 

‘““However, in Heinemeier vs. Arlitt, 6/7 
Ss. W., p. 103, it was held that the 
word ‘parent’ was used in the articles 
of the revised statutes of Texas con- 
cerning the appointment of guardians 
does not include a stepfather or a 
stepmother. 

“In Castner vs. Egbert, 12 N. J. Law 
(7 Hal.), p. 259, it was held that the 
word ‘parent’ is understood in the 
strict sense and does not extend to 
those who are some times said to stand 
in loco parentis as used in a marriage 
act providing that an action may be 
maintained against a clergyman mar- 
rying a minor under the age of 
2l years, unless a certificate in writ- 
ing, under the hand of the parent or 
parents, guardian or guardians, grant- 
ing permission for such marriage, shall 
be filed. 

‘And in People vs. Schoonmaker, 117 
Mich., p. 19, it was held that a step- 
father is not the natural guardian of a 
minor orphan, and that his consent is 
not essential. 

“The trend of the decision seems to 
be in the direction of authorizing the 
issuance of the license by the clerk 
upon the consent of the mother being 
given, regardless of the wishes of the 
stenfather. 

“tIpon principle and under the au- 
thorities I am of the opinion that if 
vou have the written consent of the 
mother therefor, you will be justified 
in issuing the license in this instance.’’

Aggregate of $6,500,000

awsmW YORK, May i2.—Gold is part 
of the cargo or aimust eveiy one of the 
incoming big ocean‘liners. Much of it 
is to pay foreign fire insurance company 
losses On account of-the San Francisco 
earthquake. 

The steamship La Touraine, which 
passed Nantucket today, has brought 
from Paris $2,000,000 in gold, consigned 
to the National City Bank, and $2,000,000 
consigned to Lazard Freres. he steim- 
ship St. Paul, reported leading La Tou- 
raine into port, is bringing from London 
$000,000 for the City Bank, while the 
steamship Umbria, also off Nantucket, 
has on board $50,000 for the City Bank 
and $1,000,000 for Lazard Freres. 

Altogether $6.500.000 of the precious 
metal will arrive tomorrow. The total 
gold movement from Europe since the 
earthquake has exceeded $50,000,000.

SPEEDY TRIALS TO 


PROTECT WOMEN AND 
PREVENT LYNCHING 
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Proposed New Law Would Bring Offenders to Justice Within 
Three Days After Heinous Crime Is ' 
Committed. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

When considering the grave question 
of lynch law three things must be kept 
in view; first, the crime committed, 
which is the cause of lynchings; second, 
the law of the State, and whether or not 
it is inadequate; third, the purpose an% 
the result. Then the remedy must be 
suggested. 

Those opposed to meting out sum- 
mary punishment to the brute who has 
committed the most heinous offense 
known to society, often overlook the act 
which leads to lynching and forgets the 
poor, humbled and disgraced victim. An 
evil word or suggestion is instinctively 
repelled, and, if this is so, what must 
be the state of mind of a woman when 
that crime is committed? Does not every 
one connected by blood or friendship 
suffer every time the deed is called to 
mind? This element should be kept up- 
permost and foremost in the minds of 
all of those who debate the questign. 


Woman Is Forgotten. 


in all of the editorials and in all of 
the accounts published about the Spring- 
field lynching there has searcely been a 
reference to tile woman, who suffered 
niost. Columns have been devoted to 
what is termed a disgrace to the State 
of Missouri, referring to the lynching 
of the negroes, and not one word or line 
in whieh the primary offense was cormedl 
‘a disgrace to the State.’’ The Prose- 
cuting Attorney announced that he had 
the names of the leaders of the mob, 
and that he would present the evidence 
to the special grand jury and prosecute 
them vigorously. The Judge’s charge to 
the jury contained only instructions to 
punish the men who were parties to the 
lynching. 
The Governor has sent instructions 
have the military authorities ar- 
rest the leaders. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral has instructed his assistant on 
the ground to bring proceedings to 
oust the sheriff. And yet those who 
condemn lynching say that there is 
some doubt as to the identity of the 
men hanged. Then why is not the 
machinery of the courts, of the mili- 
tary, of the Attorney-General’s office, 
of the Prosecuting Attorney's office 
put into motion to discover who were 
the perpetrators of the devilish deed? 
Why is not some effort made to ap- 
prehend the negroes who committed 
the assault if these did not? 

_ A special grand jury was summoned 
in a@ hurry to indict the mob leaders; 
why was not a petit jury summoned 
the instant the negroes were arrest- 
ed and why was not their guilt or in- 
nocence proved? Have not the State’s 
Officers, as well, ignored the real 
cause of the affair of April 14? Has 
not every official forgotten the first 
crime that was committed in his zeal 
to punish those who hanged the men. 
so that none living could shame the 
woman who was robbed of her honor? 


Higher Law Violated. 


Has the law of the State been rvio- 
lated by the hanging of the negroes 
at Springfield? There can be but one 
answer to this question, and that is in 
the affirmative. But was, or was not 
there an extenuating circumstance? 
The young man, who killed one of the 
two negoes who attempted a repeti- 
tion of the offense, was applauded and 
will never be found guilty of murder: 
nor is he. Every man to whom I 
have spoken on this subject and who 
has condemned the action of the mob, 
has admitted that he himself would 
kill a man who had assaulted a wom- 
an of his family, and one of these was 
a State official connected with the 
militia. 

All law springs from the people and 
is made in due form by their repre- 
sentatives. It is made for the protec- 
tion of life and property and is not 
meant to be an empty form. It is 
properly contended that there should 
be a trial for al! accused persons and 
perpetrators of an outrage found guil- 
ty by a jury before they are hanged. 
If this were done speedily there would 
be no lynchings. In the recent Louis- 
lana case the Governor of the State 
went to the scene of the crime and 
forced a speedy trial and’ the people 
were Satisfied. But when such crimi- 
nals are allowed to stay months ir 


to

to take advantage of the 
laws enac for the protection of the 
innocent delay justice, then the 
people are not satisfied. Laws are 
made to p nish the guilty and to pro- 
tect the innocent. To permit a known 
criminal, one of whose guilt there is 
no doubt, to prostitute the law to save 
himself from his just dues, is some- 
thing the community will not stand 
in such a case as thia. 
It is the delay, not of the law, but 
of the authorities, in punishing such 
criminals, which compels the people 
to measure out the punishment them- 
selves. 
The crime of criminal assault is an 
extraordinary one and demands spe- 
cial attention, particularly in those 
sections ‘in which there are large 
numbers of negroes. 
Revenge is not ‘Ahe only purpose of 
lyvnching.. Primarily’ the purpose is to 
rid the world of a Brute. But along with 
the primary puppose is the purpose of 
striking terror 40 the associates of the 
criminal so that there will be no repeti- 
tion of the offense.

‘Phe assault upon the street car filled

rin the house of the Sheriff cannot be 


upheld by. any person of reason. These 
are some of the results which attend a 
Ivnching. for it is impossible to control 
this element of a mob. Neither can 
cruel and barbarous treatment of the 
rapist be sanctioned. That is” another 
result of which men, frenzied by the 
hideous crime, take no thought at the 
time. 

The great result to be achieved, it is 
to be hoped, is that the condition will 
bring forcibiy to the minds of our law- 
makers the necessity for a speedy trial 
in all such eases: Let them provide that 
a trial shall be held within three-days 
after the offender is caught, and that 
if an appeal is taken, it shall be heard 
at the next term of the Supreme Court 
and that rape cases shall take prece- 
dence over all others at that term. Be- 


no delay, all citizens will be satisfied 
that their homes will be protected and 
a remedy for rape and lynchings will 
be secured at the same time. 

It is an extraordinary and growing 
condition and the law must grow to 
meet the emergency.

Absence of Manufacturers 
Means Endeavor, J. P. 
Herrmann Says. 


_ John P, Herrmann, a St. Louis real 
éstate dealer, writes as follows of San 
Francisco conditions, his letter being 
dated Oakland, Cal., May 6: 

“The banks will open for business in 
Frisco when the hol days are over, June 
1; the vaults are still too hot. The safe 
deposit companies open May 7. These 
vaults have cooled and will refresh 
many who obtain access. 

‘The present ,;method of helping out 
depositors is té si a demand note, 
payable to your bank, for which a clear- 
ing certificate is Issued. Upon this the 
mint pays out limited amounts to $500. 
Seven hundred people in line, waiting 
on Uncle Sam, who wakes about 11 and 
goes to sleep at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, makes the prospect of ‘relief in 
this line very cheerless. The savings 
banks, when they open, will give each 
depositor $30 for immediate wants. 

“From all reports which I can gather 
the bank vaults are full of money and 
assets, but until insurance matters are 
adjusted and this money comes to Fris- 
co the bank vaults will be too hot to 
open. 

“The insurance companies’ losses now 
figure $175,000,000. Should the fire losses 
be paid in full a clean loss to Frisco 
and its community of $175,000,000 is still 
further increased by a depreciation in 
land values in the burned. district, 
@mounting to at least $75,000,000. 

Compromise Indicated. 

“These are actual losses, even though 
the insurance money is paid, which I 
doubt. The failure of one company al- 
ready indicates a possible compromise 
with a number of others, and I should 
not be surprised if the above actual 
loss of $250,000,000 will be increased a' 
least $25,000,000 by settlements forced lf 
the insurance companies if it can be 
held down to this figure. 

“There will be small differences of 
opinion as to the value of salvage be- 
tween the insured and the adjuster. 

“The loss by the quake in the un- 
burned district is .$3,000,000. What must 
it have been in the burned district, 
where commercial and palatial residence 
structures were shaken and twisted out 
of all natural semblance? The danger 
of the evidence of the trembler seemed 
to me much greater than the danger of 
the falling walls to pedestrians, which 
was in itself great. 

“The nucleus of Frisco’s future is in 
Fillmore street, oeene the town _ as 
Jefferson avenue does St. Louis. But 
for the 15 buildings, each ranging in 
value from $100,000 to $1,500,000 in their 
present condition, the blow to Frisco 
would have been crushing. These build- 
ings in the former business section are 
the one ray Of hope for Frisco’s future, 
and, as sooh @s they are repaired, the 
possibilities of a future metropolis in 
the West will have a solid footing. 

‘In the absence of manufacturing in- 
terests heretofore and now lacking, and 
the loss of the tourists’ annua! millions, 
which will not be available for the re- 
building the upbuilding of new San 
Francisco will amount to nearly twenty 
years’ endeavor.” 


CONGRESS WON'T

“HONKS” FOL 
THE LID POLICE 


Kokomo Will Have Plain 
Clothes Force to Catch 
Gamblers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KOKOMO, Ind., May 12.—The local 
police department has discovered 
that some of the saloons and garm- 
bling rooms of the city have been 
provided with signal devices to give 
warning of the approach of officers. 
One gambling room that is on the sec- 
ond floor of a building, is equipped 





| with an automobile horn that a man 
on the first floor causes to “honk” 
whenever a policeman comes near. 
Another gambling room has an elec- 
tric “buzzer” which a man employed 
as lookout causes to buzz whenever 
an officer shows up in that vicinity.

Expense in River and Moun- 
tainous Counties Expect- 
ed to Be Heavy. 





Having planned for presentation to 
the next Legislature election and pri- 
mary laws which meet his ideas of the 
ideal, Gov. Folk is now devoting con- 
siderable time to a study of a solution 
of the road improvement proposition. 

He has arrived at the conclusion that 
Missouri can have good roads through- 
out the entire State, under a well-gov- 
erned system, at a minimum of cost to 
the tax payers of the State. 

The Governor is planning a road law 
which will be almost identical with that 
under which Missouri’s public school 
system is governed. 

It is proposed that there shall be a 
State superintendent of roads as there 
is a State superintendent of public 
schools. He shal! be elected by the peo- 
ple in the same manner as any other 
State officer. There will be in each 
county a county superintendent of 
roads, and the county shall be divided 
into districts, each of which shall have 
a road board composed of three mem- 
bers, to supervise construction and re- 
pair of roads, 

Funds From Taxation. 


Funds must. be derived from taxation. 
It is planned there shall be a State 
tax of 7 cents on the $100 for road im- 
provement, and there shall be such ad- 
ditional tax in the counties and districts 
as shall be necessary for the improve- 
ments in that locality. 

In many parts of Missouri the roads 


are well made and in excellent condi- 
tion, but in other localities a vast 
amount of expensive road building is 
necessary. In those districts where 
there are good roads, the expense of 
keeping them in repair would be 
Slight, 

On the other hand, in localities 
where little work has ever been done 
on the roads, the expense for a few 
years would be large, and the taxation 
probably heavy. Once in proper re- 
pet. however, very little money would 

e needed to keep the roads in ex- 
cellent condition. 

The Governor looks for support for 
Buch a road law from practically the 
entire farming population of the 
State, as well as the residents of the 
smaller cities and towns. No vigorous 
opposition is expected from the cities. 

In many parts of Missouri, especial- 
ly Saline County and other river coun- 
ties, reports were sent out during the 
past winter of the absolutely tmpass- 
able condition of the roads. Many in- 
land towns were isolated for weeks 
and it was impossible for them to be 
reached, except on foot or horseback. 
Wagons carrying supplies were 
Stalled in the mud, and at one time it 
was feared people would really suffer 
for want of food. 


Much Work in South. 


On roads in such counties, as well 
as in the mountainous counties of the 
southern part of the State. much work 
would be necessary before they would 


be in proper condition. 
The Governor thinks there Is little

Plans for Enlargement. 


Of the plans of the St. Louis gas 
concern, to meet the requirements of 
the population of one-million which 


the gas producers of this city be- 
lieve will be the condition five years 
hence, the people of the city have 
heard but little. The plans are in a 
general way included in a petition 
now before the city council to vacate 
portions of certain unimproved streets 
in the South St. Louis commons, be- 
tween Broadway and the Iron 
Mountain railroad on the bank of 
the river Des Peres. 

Contemplating the removal of the 
gas works now located near the river 
at the foot of Rutger and Mullanphy 
streets, and a considerable reduction 
in the gost of production on account 
of the new location, Vice-President 
Cowdrey says: 

“Our plans at the River Des Peres 
are for the expenditure of several 
millions. We have a tract 2 blocks 
wide along the north bank of the 
Des Peres from Broadway to the 
Mississippi, and a larger tract just 
opposite on the south bank, in al) 
two hundred acres. Our plan is to 
divert somewhat the tortuous course 
of the River Des Peres from Broad- 
way to the Mississippt and excavate 
a channel 2000 feet long, 280 feet wide 
at the surface and 60 feet deep, mak- 
ing a section of canal of greater pro- 
portions than the Panama ditch. 


To Get Cheap Coal. 


“By towing coal from Pittsburg 
and unloading with an automatic 
digger and conveyor into our plants 
on the banks of the river, we will 
get our raw material for coal gas 
at $1.75 per ton—which is ,consider- 
ably less than we have been paying. 
We will provide a storage capacity 


for coal of one million tons, & supply 
being kept on hand constantly for 
three to six months consumption. 
“Then we will provide four new s 
holders, each of 8,000,000 feet gapacity. 
increasing our holder capacity from 12,- 
000,000 feet to 46,000,000 feet. We will 
establish a coal gas plant with a capac- 


{ity for 40,000,000 feet per day, and a 


water gas plant of the same capacity, 
making our combined producting ability 
nearly twice as much as our holders 
will contain at one time. This, we be- 
lieve, will provide us with means of sup- 
plying the city when it gets a million or 
more population.’’ 


Other Advantages. 


Mr. Cowdrey referred to the benefits 
that would accrue to South St. Louis 
through the establishment at the remote 
southern end of the city of gas works 
that will furnish employment to 1000 
workmen, whose wages are not less in 
any instance than $1.75 per day, and 
average double that sum for skilled or 
technical work. All surroundings are al- 
so favorable for the establishment of 
homes by the workingmen, as both rent- 
= and prices for residence property are 
ow. 

“Work on the new plant, Mr. Cowdrey 
says, will be commenced as soon as the 
city makes the order vacating the 
streets. The task of converting and 
deepening the channel of the River Des 
achgg will be commenced at the same 
time.

of San Francisco, was arrested, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Mary Vogel, 
his aunt, a wealthy woman of 78 years. 

There is evidence that Meyer stran- 
gied the aged woman in Wildungen, 
Germany, last July. It is charged that 
he packed her body in a trunk which 
Mrs. Vogel owned and filled every crev- 
ice in it with quicklime in the hope that 
it would consume the corpse and so 
conceal the crime. 

Meyer, a sallow, consumptive-looking 
man of 31 years, it is charged by the 
authorities, rid himself of the old lady 
because she objected to, and, seeming- 
ly, was jealous of his attentions to 
Sophie Christiani, a _ delicate little 
brown-haired woman, 23 years old. Be- 
sides, Meyer plotted, it is alleged, to 
possess himself of his aunt’s money. 

Sophie Christiani fled with him to this 
country on the Graf Waldersee. Her 
name appears on the steamer's second 
cabin passenger list ‘“‘Frau Meyer.” 

Woman Kunows Nothing. 


Unless she is a very good actress, So- 
phie Christiani- was ignorant of her 
lover’s deed until they arrived in the 
land where she expected only happi- 
ness. For Meyer had promised to take 
her to New Orleans and marry her. 

First she clung to Meyer; then shrank 
from him. Then she became hysterical, 
and, weeping bitterly, approached 
Meyer and demanded in German: “Did 
you do this?” 

“Nein,” he answered weakly. 

When the Graf Waldersee was at 
quarantine Capt. Gueist, the German 
Consul here, received a cablegram from 
Herr Von. Ruden, First State Attorney 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main, which  con- 
tained details of Mrs. Vogel's murder, 
and asked that Meyer be apprehended. 

The Consul informed Commissioner of 
Immigration Watchorn, and it was 
agreed that Meyer and Sophie Christiant 
should be detained on Ellis Island on the 
pretext that an inquiry would be held 
to determine their fitness to land. Then 
Consul Gueist got a warrant for the 
arrest of both the man and woman. 


To Wildungen From Frisco. 


Meyer, who is a furniture dealer, and 
wealthy old Mrs. Vogel left San Fran- 
cisco two years ago and went to the 


little town of Wildungen, in the princt- 
pality of Waldeck. More than a year 
ago Meyer met Sophie Christiani, an at- 
tractive woman. He fell in love with 
her, and finding his affection recipro- 
cated, went to live with her. 

Mrs. Vogel and an American woman, 
who lived with her, protested often and 
angrily against Meyer's association with 
the woman. ._He and his aunt quarreled 
often: he threatened her so that she 
asked the town police to protect her 
from him. 

Mrs. Vogel disappeared from Wildun- 
gen last July. People marvelled that 
one so old should take a journey so 
long, but seemingly no suspicion at- 
tacned to her nephew. 

On April 24 last Meyer arrived in 
Frankfort. He left a trunk and some 
other baggage at an express company’s 
office, saying that he would store the 
trunk there for three months, but take 
the other baggage in a few days, as he 
intended to go abroad for a while. 

Meyer passed several days alone in 
Frankfort, but he wrote to Sophie 
Christiani, who was still in Wildungen, 
to rejoin him. She went to 4Frankfort 
and the pair vanished. 


Quicklime Failed. 


But the quicklime failed of its pur- 
pose. The trunk was opened. In it 


in distorted position, lay Mrs. Vogel's 
body, half consumed by lime. The man 
was traced to the Graf Waldersee and 
his arrest arranged for, upon arrival 
here.

matic moment in the history of railroad- 
ing in the United States will be marked 
on Sept. 1 next, when a gong is sounded 
in the New York Central Railroad Sta- 
tion and a signal is flashed which will 
change, in one minute, the motive power 
of a multiplex railway system from 
steam to electricity. 

With the sounding of this bell, locom- 
tives will disappear. The blinding clouds 
of steam will no longer choke the tun- 
nel north of Forty-second street. In 
place of the ponderous, puffing engines 
will come electric locomotives and trains 
of multiple unit cars. A new system of 
signaling, insuring greater safety than 
any method yet devised, and installed at 
a cost of $2,000,000, will go into opera- 
tion. 

What is called the initial zone of elec- 
trification extends from the Forty-sec- 
ond Street Station to High Bridge on the 
main line, a‘distance of seven. and one- 
tenth miles, and to Wakefield on the 
Harlem road, a fraction over twelve and 
a half miles. But early in 1907 the elec- 
trical service will extend to North White 
Plains on the Harlem branch, 24 miles, 
and to —Creton on the Hudson River 
road. 

After that the electrification will in- 
clude Albany, and then, as the problem 
works itself out, to Buffalo, and everntu- 
ally over the entire system. 


Grade Crossing Obstacle. 


The next step which is ready to be 
taken, however. will be to Croton and 
to North White Plains,. and the only 
obstacle in the way of more rapid ad- 
vancement is the grade crossing, 
which has to be abolished by the due 
and tedious process of law. 

As soon as the initial zone is in op- 
eration the through trains from the 
West, drawn by steam locomotives, 
will be attached to electric locomo- 
tives at High Bridge, and so taken 
into the New Grand Central Station. 
Outgoing trains of motor cars will be 
run by their own power from Forty- 
second street to High Bridge, and 
there will be coupled to steam loco- 
motives to continue the journey. 

The same method of shifting from 
one form of motive power to the oth- 
er will apply to Harlem road; but 
as the electrification continues’ the 
steam horses will be further and fur- 
ther away, until finally they are dis- 
continued altogether and the entire 
system run by electricity, making 
greater speed, insuring safety as ab- 
solute as human ingenuity can de- 
vise, and a comfort and cleanliness 
not possible with the conduct of the 
most perfect steam road in the world. 

95-Ton Locomotives, 


One hundred and eighty motor cars 
will be ready to run over the elec- 
trified road by September and electric 
locomotives will take the place of ev- 
ery steam locomotive now running 
between Forty-second street and High 
Bridge on the one road and Wakefield 


on the other. 
The electric locomotive weighs 95 
tons and carries four motors of novel 


construction, operated by a current 
collected by four third-rail shoes. It 
is provided with automatic air brakes, 
whistle and bell ringer. A pneumatic 
device sands the rails to prevent slip- 
ing. The maximum power is 3000 
horse-power, and with a 600-ton train 
on a level it can easily attain a speed 
of 60 miles an hour without the 
slightest jar or lateral rolling.

Stock Transaction, Told of by

FREEPORT, Ill., May 12.—Dr. Will- 
fam Livingston, who died here last 
evening, was believed by many to be 
the father of John D. Rockefeller, ow- 
ing to the exact likeness of a photo- 

graph in McClure’s Magazine last July 
aceompanying an article written by Ida 
Tarbell. 

IAvington’s habits earlier in life were 
identical with the elder Rockefeller’s, 
and when the picture was published 
every one who knew Livingston de- 
clared it was his picture. Not only 














were the features the same, but the 
manner of dress, even to the cravatless 
collar and the diamond in the shirt 
front. 

One of the most curious incidents 
connected with the affair was that told 
today by Escom Mayer, secretary of 
the Union Loan and Building Associa- 
tion. Mayer does not recollect the ex- 
act date of the occurrence, but it was 
while he was cashier of the German 
Bank, which position he left !n 1892, 

Mayer says that one day Dr. Living- 
ston entered the bank and presented a 
draft that called for $3000, which Mayer 
Says was for a dividend on Standard 
Oil stock, for Dr. Livingston told him 
so at the time. He said that the stock 
was worth $75,000 and that he had se- 
cured it for a thousand or so dollars 
from John D. Rockefeller himself. 


How He Got Oil Stock. 

He then proceeded to explain the cir- 
cumstances. He said that when he 
lived in New York he was well ac- 

uainted with John D. Rockefeller.

Raneti Roman’s ‘“Manashe”’ to 
Be Presented at Grand 
Opera House, 


BY 0. LEONARD. 

For the first time in the history of the 
Stage in America, a play translated from 
the Roumaninan will be presented, 
Wednesday night of next week, at the 
Grand Opera House, by the Thalia Yid- 
dish players of New York. The play, 
‘“‘Manashe,”’ is written by Ranetti Ro- 
man, a young writer who attained fame 
in Roumania. A work of art, the play 
has been presented successfully abroad 
for the last few years. One fact that 
will show best, perhaps, the worth of 
‘‘Manashe’”’ is that it has been present- 
ed repeatedly in the Roumanian  na- 
tional theaters in Bucharest and Jassy. 
in spite of the fact that the story of the 
play is from Jewish life and that it Is 
written by a Jew. 

In this country it may not be easy to 
understand why a work of art should be 
neglected because its author is a Jew. 
But when one transports his thoughts 
to a country where the Jews have no 
political rights, it will easily be seen 
that there is always a struggle for Jew- 
ish artists. It is this that has driven 
many a writer, painter, lecturer or mu- 
sician of talent, who happened to be a 


Jew, to leave the country where recogni- 
tion wag slow in coming or where genius 
brought only derision. As a result there 
are many talented. men in almost all 
professions, who, though natives of Rou- 
mania, have left the country of their 
birth forever. 

Under such circumstances Ran¢ti 
Roman produced a play which has 
broken down the portals of stupidity 
and prejudice and made its triumphal 
entrance into the Roumanian National 
Theater. Recognition came from high 
and low. The Queen herself, Carmen 
Sylva, saw the play and expressed 
her appreciation of it. 

“Manashe” deals with the much 
vexed question, in Europe, of the as- 
Similation of the Jews with the na- 
tions in whose midst they live. It js 
the struggle of the old generation 
with the new. Manashe, an old man, 
represents the old, his children, the 
semi-mo4ern ideas. They are educat- 
ed, They mix with the Gentiles. A 
love affair between Manashe’s grand- 
daughter and a Roumanian judge is 
the result. Intermarriage follows and 
here Manashe’s heart breaks, he dies 
and with his death the happiness of 
the lovers who, disregard religious, 
barriers, comes. It is the old dying 
away to make place for the new. 

The translator, M. Hermalin, whom 
the writer met in New York, is a na- 
tive of Roumania and is prominent in 





the Yiddish literature of America.

Contest Clerks Find More Bad 
Ballots as They Progress 
in Fourth Ward. 


FIRST IS THE WORST 





Of 301 Ballots Cast There, 141 
Were Found to Be Ir- 
regular. 


The election clerks making the re- 
count of the votes cast 
election last spring finished the com- 
parison yesterday of the polling books 
of the Fifth Precfhet of the Fourth 
Ward. In all of the five precincts of 
this ward, which have been recounted, 
it has Been authoratively announced, 
startling evidences of fraud have been 
discovered. 

The first precinct leads the others 
in the number of illegal votes found 
in the ballot box. A high city official 
who had seen the ballots said yester- 
day that 141 of the 301 ballots in the 
first precinct box had been discovered 
to be irregular. 

The majority of these ballots were 
duplicates—that is. two ballots with 
the same poll book number. There 
were algo many triplicates and -in 
some cases four and even five ballets 
were found with the same number 
on their backs. 

The Board of Election Commission- 
ers cannot decide whether these ir- 
regular ballots will be thrown out. 
The ballots are arranged in different 
classes by the board and a report 
made to the court and the court will de- 
cide whether the ballots shall be 
thrown out. It is the opinion of the 
lawyers watching the recount that 
the -majority of ballots which the 
Board of Election Commissioners will 
report to be “Irregular’’ will be de- 
clared by the court to be “fraudu- 
lent,” and will be thrown out of the 
count. 

In the second precinct the number of 
irregular votes was not as great as in 
the first. But in this precinct six bal- 
lots caused more trouble for the Com- 
missioners than all the rest combined. 
These were the Hagerman-Aloe ballots. 

The printed name of Hagerman ap- 
peared on the ballots unscratched, and 
yet Aloe was-written in below. The 
Commissioners decided the ballots should 
be tallied for Aloe. 

In the third, fourth and fifth - 
cincts. it was said, that the ballots 
were in a better shape than in the first 
two precincts.

At End of 13 Years City May 
Purchase Tract for 
$467,000. 


A public hearing on the offer made by 


the owners of the old Fair Grounds to. 


lease or sell the tract to the city to be 
used as a public park, will be held be- 
fore the Board of Public Improvements 


Tuesday morning. It is expected that 
the representatives of several business 
and civic corporations and many North 
Side residents will be on hand to urge 
the purchase of the site. 

Ju ge Marshall, on behalf of the own- 
ers of the property, has drawn up an 
ordinance which if approved by the 
Board of Public Improvements will be 
introduced in the Municipal Assembly. 
The plan is for the owners to lease the 
tract to the city for an annual rental 
of $100,000 for 13 years, with the priv- 
flege to the city to buy the tract at the 
expiration of the lease for $467,000.

Judge Marshall in setting the value 
on the tract at $1,760,000 says that 
this estimate is based on the value 
placed upon it by taxation. 

The rate of assessment, he says, is 
fixed at 66 per cent. The Assessor says 
that since the Old Fair Grounds was 
exempt from taxation during the 
years when there was no reason why 
it should be, has assessed the property 
at 66 per cent of what he thinks is 
its true value. This explains the ap- 
parent discrepancy between the es- 
timates of Judge Marshall and _ the 
Assessor. 

J. H. Gundlach, a large North Side 
Teal estate man, says that he doesn’t 
think the Fair Grounds owners should 
get more than $1,250,000 for the tract.

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COAL MAGNATES 
FEDING MULES 


Mine Owners Must Run Pumps 
While Employes Are 
Striking. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, May 12.—Coal magnates of 
Illinois are wearing overalls and rum 
ning the’ pumps that keep their prop- 
erties from being destroyed. In addition 


to this manual labor the owners in many 
cases have to'* herd or feed their mine 
mules, ' 

The last strike order from the United 
Mine Workers called out mine engineers, 
pump men, mule feeders and repair men. 
This left the mines to be flooded and 
the mules to go hungry. Into the breach 
sprang the owners and office forces, and 
the pumps still are running and the 
mules are being fed. 

When the roll was called at the last 
meeting of the Illinois Coal Operators’ 
Association at the Auditorium Hotel, 
less than ore-third of the members weré 
present. The rest were at work. 

“The situation igs favorable to the oper- 
ators,”’ said a member of the owners’ 
organization. ‘‘Coal is so cheap that it 
is a drug on the market, and we don’t 
see any necessity for mining ‘at this 
time. The strike of longshoremen and 
marine firemen will ese ‘us: Francis 
L. Robbins of the Pittsburg Coal Co., 
who signed the union scale, and intended 
to break up our organization by flood- 
ing this market with his produét, will 
be defeated by the lake strike. Then 
coal gets scarce here and prices high, 
he can’t get In and grab our markets. 
If he could the weak sisters in the IIli- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association would 
break away and settle with the union.”

Many times he made the voyage 
from San Francisco to this city, but 
each time when the chroniclers of ship- 
news asked him on his arrival whether 
anything unusual had happened on the 
journey his_reply was a negative toss 
of the head. 

When the Babcock arrived here this 
time the reporters visited Capt. Bailey, 
simply because it was in line with the 
routine of their work. They had given 
him up long ago as a source of inter- 
esting information, but when they vis- 
ited the ship they wé¢re surprised with 
the announcement that the Captain had 
something to tell. 

Gains Fame at a Bound. 

The long silence was to be broken, 
however, and they awaited anxiously 
the tale of the uncommunicative sea 
Captain. When finally the story was 
told all those who heard it took off 
their hats to Capt. Bailey, and it was 
generally acknowledged that with one 
tale he had stepped into the foremost 
rank of the spinners of fish stories. 

This was the tale of the veracious 


sea captain: 
“Dec. 10, in latitude 5.25 north, long-

itude 129 west, and 16 days after leaving 
San Francisco, I was called up on deck.

“We had ‘hailed the appearance of 
the fish with delight, as is always the 
case on a deep-water voyage, because it 
means a temporary let-up of an exist- 
ence on ‘salt horse,’ but they had now 
become a menace as well as a source of 
some danger. 

“Fortunately, the following day a 
fresh breeze sprang up and, clapping 
on all sail, the ship began to move and 
a course was set for Cape Horn. We 
were unable, however, to rid ourselves 
of the school of fish, which followed us 
until Dec. 31. We were then in latti- 
tude 2 south, longitude 131, and close 
to Pitcairn Island. Here a ship crossed 
our bow. It proved a new attraction 
and the fish left us, after following the 
ship more than 2000 miles.”’

Twelfth Street Structure Ex- 
pected to Be Ready for Oc- 
cupancy, Oct. 1, 


The new Police Headquarters building, 
for which ground is being cleared on the 
east side pf Twelfth street, between 
Clark avenue and Spruce street, will be 
one of the finest structures of its kind 
in the West. Three residerfces are being 
demolished to make way for it and the 
actual work of construction will begin 
within a month. It is believed that it 
will be ready for occupancy by Oct. 1. 

It will have a frontage of 58 feet and 
a depth of 200 feet to an alley and will 


be three stories high. The material] will 
be brick and steel. 

On the first floor will be the Central 
District station, with private rooms for 
the captain and lieutenant. Back of 
these will be the calaboose or holdover.

The course of this week's stock mar- 
ket das indicated new creation of loans, 
and of itself must have gone some dis- 
tance to offset last week's liquidation. 
The surplus left by this week’s sub- 
stantial increase is above the average 
reported at this date in recent years, 
but considerably below the usual figure 
between 1891 and 1909. : 

On the Stock Exchange the statement 
was received rather apathetically—not a 
surprising result when an improving 
bank’ position has been ‘‘discounted’”’ un- 
interruptedly since the beginning of the 
week, Highest prices today were reached 
shortly after the opening, when a frac- 
tiowal advance occurred.

Recovery in Prices Surprises 
Even the Most Sanguine 
Bulls. 








Sharp Advances Are Scored by 
the Favorite Issues Dur- © 
ing the Week. 


The clouds rolled away on Wall sireet 
in the past week, and the sun is shining 
almost as brightly as ever. The recov- 
ery in prices has surprised even the 
most sanguine bulls, for the advances 
from the low day, in many of the high- 
priced, and favorite issues have reached 
over $20 per share. 

As has been the case many times dur- 
ing the past bull market, the specula- 
tive pubiic is now asking itself whether 
an actual bear marxet is on, or whether 
the recent decline is only a big roll in 
the old. upward movement, 

It must remembered that when 
stocks were not near their previous lev- 
el. that a pronounced setback was en- 
countered when Lawson made his raid 
on Amalgamated Copper.

The decline was the 
severe of the three, but this was nat- 
ural, seeing that prices in all instances 
were at the high point on the entire 
movement, and the upward swing had 
practically run itself for six months 
without any material setback, 


That the recovery-in the past week, 
has reached the proportions that it 
has, is due to the peculiar conditions 


that prevailed while the decline was at 
its height. With the destruction of San 
Francisco the opportunity was given 
certain powerful bear operators to make 
a successful raid on securitfs, cause 
heavy HNquidation from all sources and 


cause pessimism to stalk unbridled 
throughout the country. 
When the selling was at its height, 


however, all the adverse market factors 
in the situation were actually adjusting 
themselves. 

The coal strike was being settled on 
favorable terms. The money market, 
through the contraction of credits in 
the stock ‘market; and the importation 
of upward of $6,000,000 was adjusting it- 
self, and all the weak accounts in the 
brokerage houses were being swept in- 
to the strongest hands. 

Naturally with the cessation of the 
forced liquidation a look at the general 
situation which had been brought about 
while the selling was on, shows all the 
adverse factors in the situation prac- 
tically eliminated over night, and the 
recovery once started. {s the more pro- 
nounced, as prices rise, donfidence is 
restored, and the buyers see nothing left 
on which to base the bellef that further 
liquidation on the same heavy scale is 
to be expected. 

Whether the recovery can go still fur- 
ther before a setback of importance 
is encountered is, of course, problemat- 
ical, for all buyers in the past two 
weeks have substantial profits on their 
purchases and many will no doubt 
inclined to take them. That the re- 
covery will eventually extend further. 
however, there is the best grounds for 
the belief. 

In the first place, the coal strike has 
been removed as a factor, and in its re- 
moval one of the greatest menaces to 
higher prices has disappeared. 

A. coal strike would have been reflect- 
ed unfavorably in all lines of industry 
for months to come, would have made 
buyers of products for future delivery 


cautious in their purchases, and no 
doubt would s’&ave unfavorably _§af- 
fected the general prosperity of the 
country. 


With the removal of this influence, 
future buyers will make their purchases 
confidently, general business will not be 
interfered with in any way, and the 
prosperity of the country receive no set- 
back through these important channels, 

The other important factor in the situ- 
ation. the monev market, has a!'so been 
placed in a position where banking !n- 
terests are confident that excessive 
rates have passed. The imports of gold 
have been sufficient to give the specula- 
tive markets credits of over $200,000,000, 
figuring on a basis of 1 to 4 of the 
actual gold imported. The rebuilding of 
San Francisco will, of course, call for 
very heavy drains on the banks for some 
time to come. but much of this money 
will quickly find its way back to East- 
ern centers. 

The crop outlook at the present time 
is {deal; and the Government report on 
winter wheat, issued during the week, 
showing a percentage for May 1 of 91, 
compared to a percentage on April 1, 
of 89.1, is a bullish im- 
portance. 

Jenera: business and prospects also 
give every promise of the biggest year 
in the country’s history. And the de- 
mand for all products in steel and tron 
an: construction material from Frisco 
will no doubt mean many record break- 
ing statements of earnings for the con» 
anies directly interested. The bad fea- 
ure in the situation is the roliing wave 
of trust and corporation legislation that 
is sweeping the country. But with the 
adjournment of Congress shortly this 
factor should lose much of its weight. 
And even now opinion in the country is 
swinging towards the belief that the 
point is being reached where a reac- 
tion in sentiment is not far distant. 

As stated in this column many times 
before, if one is to take the past move- 
ments of the stock market, when condi- 
tions in the c@quntry were prosperous, 
values should reach well around théir 
recent higi) levels in the next six 
months. 

Following the panic of May 9, 1901, 
prices made almost complete recoverey 
in the summer and fall. The same was 
true of the Flower break some years 
previous, Which followed the demise of 
the bull leader, Gov. Flower. 
Now the market occupies 
relative position.as thgn. The country 
is prosperous and the Outlook bright. A 
sevure decline has been precipitated by 
a market condition that came over night 
in the Frisco disaster. Then comes the 
rebound. A study of the past price 
movements Indicates that almost a com- 
plete recovery shculd take place. To 
date the recovery. has been only about 
half. 

Trading in local securities showed vast 
improvement during the week and prices 
rose sharply all along the line. 

Many loca] securities, owing to the re- 
cent severe market shakeout, are selling 
at attractive figures. and local brokers 
are confident that from now on the ten- 
dency of prices will be upward.

FEWER CATTLE 
PRICES. HIGHER 


High Grades Score Double the 
Advance of Common 
Ones. 


Lighter receipts were the order at 
the six principal Western markets. A 
total of 136,800 head of cattle was on 
sale at the six principal points against 
139,900 head the week preceding. The 
run at the St. Louis market was 13,- 





900, against 12,100 head the week 
previous. 

The market was fairly good 
throughout the week. Prices ruled 
strong and higher early, but later 
some weakness was shown. Buyers 


were out for the good to choice grades 
of beef steers, and these grades sold 
fully 15@20c higher as compared to 
the We?k previous. On the medium 
and rough grades trading was very 
weak. Probably 10c would cover the 
advance, while some sales were only 
steady. 

The highest point reached during 
the week was $5.75 for a choice lot 
weighing 1482 pounds, while some 
choice 1085-pound weights went at 
$5.55. The bulk of good to choice 
grades went at $5@5.45, and most of 
the pretty good handy weights at 
$4.60 @4.95. 

Butcher cattle also showed strength 
and prices on all kinds scored fully 
15ec advance. This was particularly 
true of heifers that would bring $4.25 
and upwards.. One choice lot sold for 
$5.50, the highest price paid this year, 
while a good number went,around §5. 
The bulk of the good mtdium fat 
grades went at $4.25@4.75, with in- 
ferior lots down as low as $2.75. Cows 
also sold readily, values averaging 
about 10c higher. Choice heavy 
grades went up to $4.50, with a pretty 
fair supply of medium to good fat 
cows between $3.25 and $4, while a 
small percentage of canners and cut- 
ters under $3. 

There was keen competition be- 
tween buyers of the quarantine cattle, 
Prices advanced fully 10@1%c the first 
few days and closed on practically the 
same basis. Outside of a few fair to 
good heavy calves at $3.50@5.50, and 
a few lots of bull and cow stuff, the 
supply consisted principally of steers.

TREND OF WHEAT 
~ SLOWLY UPWARD 


Developments of the Week Give 
the Bulls a Small 
Advantage. 








OTHER GRAINS FIRM 





Speculative Demand for Corn 
and Oats, However, 
Is Light. 


The trend in wheat during the week 
was upward, although the advance was 
small, Market sentiment is inclineg to 
lean toward the bull side, and the pro- 
fessional element were covering short 
contracts on all the easy spots. The 
news developments during the seven- 
day period were conflicting, and the bull 
and bear items about counterbalanced 
each other. 

Domestic conditions remain un- 
changed, and the reports being received 
from the growing winter wheat area 
are, on the whois, favorable. Com- 


plaints are coming in from Missouri and 
Illinois, and bad reports from Michigan, 
but, on the whole, the crop gives excel- 
lent promise of an abundant yield. The 
spring wheat seeding is progresging un- 
der favorable conditions, and ig Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas it is tically 
completed. The acreage in these States 
shows an increase of » to 10 per cent. 

The Government report on winter 
wheat issued during the week showed a 
condition of 91 on May 1, against a con- 
dition of 89.1 on April 1; 92 on May 1, 
1906; 76 in May, 1904, and a 10-year av- 
erage of 8. is afea in cultivation 
on May 1 is placed at about 29,628,000 
acres, which is about 1,718,000 acres, or 
6 per cent less than the area reported 
sown last fall. It is 1 per cent, or about 
241,000 acres, less than the area of win- 
ter wheat reported harvested last fall. 
The Missouri average on May 1 was 89, 
against 8 last year and a 10-year aver- 
age of 86. 

Foreign markets continue to be a very 
small factor in the situation, and ex- 
porters have been unable to compete 
with foreign sellers to any great ex- 
tent. 

The shipments from the Argentine 
continue liberal and are hindering ma- 
terially the demand from abroad in our 
markets. 

During the week the Argentine ship- 
ments totaled 3,104,000 bushels, against 
3,216,000 last week, 3,296,000 bushels last 
year and 3,664,000 two years ago. The 
shipments to date in wheat from July 
1 total 52,884,000 bushels, compared to 
shipments for the same period one year 
ago of 59,495,000 bushels. Corn shipments 
for the week were 2,234,000 bushels, com- 
pared to 2,808,000 bushels last week, 
1,364,000 bu last year and 864,000 bushels 
two years ago. Shipments from July 1 
to date are 11,286,000 bushels, compared 
to 12,549,000 one year ago. 

Local receipts continue liberal and the 
shipments only moderate, and in the 
Northwestern markets the car lots still 
average well above last year. Minne- 
upolis, however, reports a good cash in- 
quiry, ang the flour output has been on 
a very heavy scale for the past two 
weeks. Minneapolis stock decreased over 
500,000 bushels for the week. 

The local cash market reflects 
strength, and has been the sustaining 
influence for some time past. Millers 
report a ready market for’ the very 
best grades of wheat. 

The corn market was quiet, but firm 
throughout the week, the firmness in 
wheat being a sustaining influence. Re- 
ports of cold temperatures were re- 
ceived, but ignored by the trade, as a 
quick return to normal weather condi- 
tions will remedy this difficulty. For- 
eign and domestic demands continue 
good, and the movement from (first 
hands is light. The Argentine ship- 
ments also show a tendency to fall off. 

The oats market was quiet and firm 
throughout on good export and domeés- 
tic demands, and the steady feeling in 
the other grains. 


BAIL AOAD HONESTY 
“WAS. PROFITABLE 
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Prompt Tax Payment Con- 
cealed $28,000,000 Suit 
Would Have Revealed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN, Neb., May 12.—Did the 
Northwestern Railroad Co. refrain from 
fighting in the courts the assessment 
of the last two years because of fear 
that many thousands of dollars more of 
taxable property would be revealed? 
The Northwestern has been receiving 
much praise for its action in this re- 
spect, and many shippers have turned 
all their business to it, deciding to boy- 
cott the Burlington and the Union Pacli- 
fic for their refusal to pay their share 
of the taxes. 

State Treasurer Mortensen declares 
that no credit is due the Northwestern 
road, and that their refusal to bring 
suit was merely because they were 
afraid to go into the case. He alleges 
that the road has omitted from its 
schedule of property $23,000,000 of obll- 
gations which are taxable. At the 
meeting of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion the following resolution submitted 
by Mr. Morgensen passed unanimously: 
“Whereas, The sworn statement fur- 
nished this board by the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad Co., in compari- 
son with their forty-sixth annual report 
for 1905, would seem to indicate that 
sundry obligations, aggregatin about 
$23,000,000 .were omitted from said state- 
ments. Therefore be it. 

“Resolved, That the secretary of this 
board be, and is hereby directed, to no- 
tify the proper officers of said corpo- 
ration to appear before this board at 
its earliest convenience and show cause, 
f any, why said obligation should not 
be reported to this board and considered 
in ascertaining a just and fair valuation 
of said Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
way Co.'s property in this State.’’

It will be remembered that the D. O. 
C. was formed to assist the Confederate 
veterans in caring for their old sol- 
diers, and through the D. O. C. the 
women of the State contributed $38,000 to 
the home at Higginsville, from the time 
of its founding until it became an in- 
stitution of the State. Four thousand 
dollars afterward went from these 
Southern organizations in St. Louis to 
the monument at Springfield, and other 
contributions to the Davis Monument 
at Richmond, the Minnie Davis Monu- 
ment at Richmond and the proposed 
monument at Arlington. In the restora- 
tion work of Old Bladford Church, a 
historic colonial edifice; which was al- 
most demolished in the 60’s, the C. M. 
S. of Missouri contributed largely, and 
much minor work of all the societies is 
upon record. 
‘ith these successes in the past the 
Confederate Monument Agsociation sees 
no reason to fear failure in the future. 
It intends to build a magnificent monu- 
ment, designed and executed by- great 
artists, and at ho small cost, a monu- 
ment to grace the city, to which it is 
to be given. 
In the past St. Louis has drawn no 
party line in siving. the blue and the 
gray have opened their purses. without 
regard to buried differences, and these 
les expect this proposed work of art 
to be a monument to the liberality of 
the ap men of the city as much as 
to their dead heroes.

CARDIFF, Wales, May 12.—One of 
_ wna remarkable religious philan- 
taropiate of the world is Adeline Coun- 
tess Schimmelmann, who is conducting 
a special mission to soldiers and sailors 
in this cosmopolitan city. 

The Countess is 52 
her life story forms a remarkable ro- 
mance. Many years she has devoted to 
the welfare of the fishermen and sailors 
of Germany and Scandinavia, and her 
name is as well known amongt hem and 
as deeply respected as is that of Miss 
Agnes Weston {fn British ports. 

The work of the Countess among the 
miners of the Rhine district is also a re- 
markable record, and it was while mov- 
ing among these men that she had fre- 
quent opportunities of hearing of Evan 
Roberts and the Welsh revival, and this 
induced her to visit Wales. 

The Countess can converse fluently in 
five languages and several dialects. The 
ease with which she changed her speech 
while working among the cosmopolitan 
population of Cardiff has been a matter 
of wonderment. 

One of the most remarkable meetings 
she has attended during her visit to 
Wales was an underground servjce in 
one of the mines at 6 a. m., before the 
miners began their work. The men sang 
and prayed, and listened attentiv ely to 
an address by the Countess. 

Trained for Court Life. 

The Countess is a’ daughter of the 
late Count Lehnsgreve Schimmelman, 
and was born in the Castle of Ahrens- 
burg. in Holstein. Her early life was 
spent in the most exclusive aristo- 
cratic circles on the Continent, and 
for 18 years she was Maid of Honor 
to the late Empress Augusta of Ger- 
many, the Kaiser's grandmother. 

She never took kindly to the con- 
ventionalities and insincerities of 
court life. however, and eventually 
dissociated herself from her class and 
kindred, and, acting under strong re- 
ligious convictions, Tolstoyan in char- 
acter, decided to devote the whole of 
her life and possessions to the ame- 
lioration of the lot of the fishermen 
and sailors of Germany and other 
countries. 

The enthusiasm and unselfish shar- 
ing of her world’s goods which char- 
acterized her work among these toil- 
ers of the sea raised the ire of her 
immediate relatives. 

In her autobiography she_ relates 
how the superintendent of a private 
asylum was induced to certify her as 
insane. Notwithstanding the wapmnm- 
ings of friends, she was Kidnaped and 
kept in secret seclusion in a_ place 
which she has described as a “human 
hell.” where “lunatics of the worst 
description” surrounded her. 

Escapes From Insane Asylum. 

Eventually the Danish Minister of Po- 
lice heard of her plight. Parliament 
was moved on her behalf by means of 
the representations of a niece of Prince 
Bismarck, and she was reltased after 
the foremost specialists of German 
had pronounced her to be absolutely 


sane. 

She at once went to Denmark, her 
father’s native land, and was received 
with unbounded sy mpathy by every one 
from the royal family downward. 

Her evangelistis. work among the sea», 
men was resumed, and in order to do 
this satisfactorily she purchased the 
yacht Duen, the property of Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark, youngest broth- 
er of Queen Alexandra. Since then her 
mission work has so increased that its 
ramifications are now world-wide. Her 
‘‘homes’’ on the Baltic, and especially 
the Naval Home at Kiel. are taken as 
models all the world over. 

As many as 3000 sailors and fishermen 
have attended her meetings at Hamburg 
and elsewhere. Among the annual sub- 
scribers to her mission funds are many 
of the occupants of the thrones of 
Europe, including Queen Alexandra, 
whom the Countess has visited on more 


than one occ asion.

Assays $2 to the Ton, Hardly 
Profitable Mining 
Proposition, 


Special to the Posi-Dixpatcn. 

TEXICO, N. M., May 12.—The Bast- 
ern Railway of New Mexico, which is 
better Known as the “Belen Cutoff’ of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, will 
be ballasted with gold ore between Tex- 
ico and Rio Puerto, a distance of 270 
miles. This ballast rock is obtained 
from a gravel bed adjacent to the new 
line of road. 

Repeated assays have shown that the 
ballast runs upward of $2 In gold to the 
ton. About 4500 tons of the rock are 
used to the mile, making the value of 
gold $9090 to each mile of road, or $2,- 

420,000 for the 270 miles. 

The gold values in the rock are not 
sufficient to make it a mining proposi- 
tion, but at the same time it is there 
and when passengers ride over the new 
cutoff they feel that they are having the 
distinction of traveling over the most 
valuable piece of ballasting in the world. 

This cutoff will become a link in the 
transcontinenal line of the Santa Fe 
when completed. It will shorten the dis- 
tance between Chicago, Kansas City and 
other points on its Eastern division and 
California considerably, and will enable 
a reduction of several hours in time be- 
tween East and West.

OMAHA, Neb., May 12.—Convinced 
they are whipped, the cattle barons 
are making haste to remeve the il- 
legal fences around the 500,000 acres 
of Government land within the five 
days allowed them in the decigion of 
Judge Munger of the Federal Court. 
This land will now be opened tofa 
homeseekers. In the United States 
Marshal's office it is believed there 
will be little work left for the mar- 
shals to do in the matter of fence 


removal. 

Judge Munger's order makes the 
victory of Special Assistant District 
Attorney Rush complete. The cattile- 
men, convicted in the criminal cases, 
some of them imprisoned, made no 
defense in the eviction cases filed last 
fall and now decided. 

Two of the decrees were 
through the United States 
Court and five through the Circuit 
Court. The Rev. George G. Ware, 
president of the U. B. I. Land and 
Cattle Co. in Hooker County, is one 
of the men against whom the order 
was iesued.

¢RMANS long for a foothold in Brazil, and 
they are marching to a realization of their 
hopes with a patient confidence born of well 
0 
nee soon Germans, emigrants and their off- 
spring, are resident in Brazil. In the south, where 
they are thickest, they have become the ruling ele- 
ment. German factories, warehouses, shops, farms, 
schools and churches dot the country everywhere. 
German has superseded Portuguese, the official lan- 
guage of Brazil, in scores of communities. 

Twenty million pounds of vested interests claim 
the protection of the Kaiser’s flag. A cross-country 
railway and a stil] more extensive projected system 
are in the hands of German capitalists. The coun- 
try’s vast ocean traffic, the Amazon River shipping 
and much of the coasting trade are dominated by 
Germans. 

Over and above this purely commercial conquest, 
however, looms a factor of more vital importance to 
North American susceptibilities—namely, the crea- 
tion of a nation of Germans in Brazil. That is the 
avowed purpose of three German colonizing concerns 
which have become lords and masters over 8000

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O SECTION of the United States is 
N attracting the number of immigrants 

that are today pouring through St. 
Louts into the Southwest. During the past 
twelve months it is estimated that 150,000 
have come homeseeking into the New Em- 
pire. Thése are carried through St. Louis 
chiefly by three great railway systems which 
run “homeseekers’ excursions’ on the second 
and fourth Tuesdays of each month. On 
these days Union Station ts one solid, seeth- 
ing mass of humanity, each unit of it bent 
on getting to the country of cheap lands and 
homes. | 

Of this enormous crowd an increasing per 
cent is from foreign countries—a portion of 
the immense immigration that has been at- 
tracting the nation’s attention to the ports of 
the Atlantic. <An official who is im close 
touch with all of the various excursion de- 
partments of the Southwestern railways has 
been keeping an accurate account of the for- 
eign immigrants that have recent passed 
through Si, Louis in these excursions and 
computes the average at 280 a day for the 
time he kept track. The average, however, 
1s much greater for the last few months than 
when an entire year is computed. 

There are just now a greater number of 
foreign born farmers, truck gardeners, grape 
culturists and followers of agricultural pur- 
sutts generally, making their way into the 
Southwest than ever before. The railroads 
are putting forth extra effort in thig direction. 
Italians and Germans have largely constituted 
this #mmigration in the past, but this week 


@ large number of Norwegians arrived at’ 


Boston in charge of agentg of one of the 
Southwestern railroads and were hurried 
through St. Louis to Texas, where they have 


. acquired small farms. A large tract of land 


was purchased by a company for.these people 
and they are allowed to buy their farms on 
the “installment plan,” paying a small amount 
down. 

‘This week, too, a Frenchman who has been 
@ dairy farmer in France, returned there after 
@ tour of the Southwest. He expects to bring 
a large number of his countrymen here. A 
great many French farmers have already 
come into the Southwest, They are inter- 
ested, chiefly, in dairy farming and grape 
culture. The Germans become truck farmers, 
usually, and the Italians take to grape and 
fruit raising. A few Swiss are now begin- 
ning to come in also, and even the Swedes, 
who have heretofore been going to the North- 
west, are yielding to the facts and figures with 
which the Southwestern immigration agents 
$o effectively follow up their glowing pictures 
of @ land of sunshine flowing with milk and 
honey. 

A great majority of the immigrants here 
referred to are of the agricultural class, and 
all of them, agriculturists and others, have 
some money. As a rule they have not much 
—for they are coming for the purpose of 
making money—but they have enough of 
savings to make at least part payment. on 
twenty to forty acres of land, and their habits 
of thrift and economy, born of the old coun- 
try’s necessity, make it safe to predict that 
no more remote generation than their chil- 
dren or their children’s children will be 
among the substantial citizens of the Great 
Southwestern Empire. They frequently are 
dressed in the quaint and colorful garments 
of their own country—particularly the Ital- 
ians—and as they do not spend their money 
for sleeper berths, they are sometimes some- 
what “frousled” when they arrive in St. 
Louis. They keep close together and at 
Union Station can usually be found in groups 
under the care of some immigration agent 
or one of their own number who can speak 
English. 

These Southwestern immigrants are of the 

most desirable class, made up of the small 
farmers and laborers in the thickly settled 
agricultural and vineyard districts of Europe 
—those who have a little money and are 
thrifty, economical and sober and who are 
anxious to get a home once they hear of a 
place where it can be had at small cost.

scendants of the savages who attacked St. 

Louis on May 26, 1780, and who harried the 

Upper Mississippi Valley a century ago, have been 

converted to Christianity. Half of all the Sioux to 

be found in the United States are now devout mem- 

bers of various churches, whereas once the entire 

tribe participated in the war dance, tortured their 

white captives and fought usa with other 
tribes. 

Should Auguste Chouteau or Pierre Laclede return 
to the flesh and find that of 35,000 Sioux remaining, 
7400 are devout members of the Catholic Church, 6200 
attend the services of the Church of England, 1983 
are Presbyterians, 1022 are Congregationalists and 
several hundred more worship with various denom- 
inations, ha would be firmly convinced that won- 
ders never cease. 

To think of the descendante of the red men who 
had to be literally pushed back from the banks of 
the Mississippi that the white men might get a 
foothold, who were instigated by the British to

harry the little settlement of St. Louis in “l’annee 
du grande coup,” who assisted the British in the 
war against the colonists in 1812, and who wiped 
vut a half dozen white settlements in Iowa in 1857 
and murdered 2000 men, women and children in Min- 
nesota in 1862, spending their days dropping upon 
prayer stools and reciting the Lord’s Prayer would 
be the marvel of the age to those doughty white men 
wha wrested the wilderness from the savages a cen- 
tury and a half ago. 

Not only have one-half of all the Sioux Indians in 
existence been converted, but a regular religious 
mania has overswept them. The Indians have been 
gathered together on the Government reservation, 
where white missionaries and .red converts have 
lately gone about preaching the Gospel. The Indian 
learns quickly; he makes an enthusiastic convert. 

Not satisfied with joining the church and attend- 
ing services regularly, the Sioux of today, being a 
born debater, has organized religious clubs and so- 
cieties, with regular weekly or even nightly meet- 
ings, at which such subjects as these are argued with 


much vim and gusto: 
“How may our Sabbath schools be improved?”

Nor are these debates mere mockeries. 
dians enter into them with all their heart. 
writer declares that “in arguing questions of im- 
portance to the church, chiefs in past years distin- 
guished in battle rise with dignity and deliver im- 
passioned orations.” 

Yet the chiefs may have, and some doubtless did, 
themselves participate in the massacre of settlements 
at Spirit Lake, Okoboji and Springfield, Io., in March, 
1857, and in the uprising of the tribe in 1862, when 
2000 unarmed men, women and children in Minne- 
sota were massacred, the deeds never having been 
surpassed in atrocity by savages in any period of 
the world’s history. The Sioux were the most war- 
like and treacherous of all the tribes which at any

time harried Missouri and the other states of the 
Upper Mississippi Valley. 

“A perfect religious mania has swept over the 
Sioux Indians on their reservations,” asserts a trav- 
eler who recently returned, after having witnessed 
several of the meetings at which the subjects al- 
ready set out were vigorously debated. 

“It is a picturesque sight to see these men and 
women sitting at prayer meeting, the chiefs getting 
as excited in argument as they ever did in battle. 
Indeed, the religious fervor has done away with the 
spirit of repression that used to characterize the 
Indian. He no longer grunts in monosylliables, when 
religion is the subject, at least. He talks and argues 
long and eloquently. 

“Some old battle-scarred chief will arise and a 
hush will fall upon the assemblage. He will be- 
gin to talk slowly, calmly, his guttural tones lend- 
ing themselves admirably to religious discussions. In 
a few minutes he has worked himself into a fit of 





eloquence and even before he has finished some op- 
ponent will have leaped to his feet and will be shak- 
ing his fists and arguing just as vehemently that 
the other way of thinking is the right way. 

“With all their enthusiasm, however, there is 
never any serious trouble at these meetings and but 
little backsliding. The Indian is carried away by 
the eloquence of his chiefs and orators, but once he 
has quieted down he never goes back to the old way 
of holding out against the ‘feeling of religion.’ Most 
of them are sincere, some few are ashamed to back- 
slide, for the red men cannot stand ridicule, and 
only a very small percentage wander again from the 
straight and narrow path. 

“Of course the Indians drink, the white man taught 
them that; and they smoke and gamble and some- 
times cut high jinks. But they are very particular 
to pay close attention to the rules of whatever 
church they belong to. ° 

“Both white men and red preach among them. 
Each convert made results in another before long, 
and it is not beyond reason that before many years 
have passed every Sioux Indian in America will be 
a Christian.” 

In the face of scoffers from other tribes, it often 
takes considerable courage for a Sioux brave to stand 
erect and announce that the spirit moves him to put 
aside the old way. But it is really the same kind of 
courage that made a certain Sioux brotherhood fa- 
mous -in this seetion of the country for many years 
a half century or more ago. 

The young warriors who were in this brotherhood 











never sought protection behind trees or mei - 
natural shelter in battle. They always encamped,

Lewis and Clark and Zebulon M. Pike encountered 
the Sioux in large numbers, after setting out from 
Bt. Louis, one expedition bound to the Pacific, the 
other up the Mississippi. Indeed, the Sioux roamed 
Missouri and Towa at will until they were driven 
across the Missour| River by the Sacs and Foxes, 
with whom ‘they had battled for many years. The 
last great battle between the rival tribes occurred in 
1852, the Sioux going down in defeat. 

They secured their revenge on the white men, 
however, and well nigh exterminated the early set-— 
tlers of Northern Iowa before the Government cor- 
ralled them on reservations, there the only excite- 
ment to be the religious revivals which have now 
worked such wonders among them. 
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CTING out his crime in a dream before the 
A horrified gaze of his wife, Charles Rocker 
was convicted of the murder of his employer 
and sentenced to die.

He was convicted on testimony such as the play- 
wright used in writing “The Bells,” which Sir Henry 
Irving has several times presented in St. Louis the- 
aters.

Particular interest attaches in St. Louis to this 
remarkable suceess because of the attention the 
Wright brothers attracted here during the World’s 
Fair. Always mysterious and secretive concerning 
their plans and experiments, their attitude was most 
strikingly brought eut when they failed to attend the 
Congress of Aeronauts at the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position. In faet, until the present time they have 
never been indueed to talk of their affairs in any 
way. 

They have refused information to all inquirers, 
and neither apparent success nor probable failure

perimenting with a gliding machine. They have been 
successful in these experiments, but for the last 
three years they have been laboring to accomplish a 
mechanical flight by means of a motor-driven ma- 
thine. During these three years they have made 160 
flights averaging a mile each. For a long time, how- 
ever, these flights were unsatisfactory, except that 
they kept up the faith of the experimenters in ulti- 
mate success. 

The first flight made by the motor-driven machine 

lasted only 59 seconds. True, it was successful in 
® sense, for it carried the machine 852 feet against 
& 20-mile-an-hour wind. But some idea of the 
exhaustive search after success that these men have 
made may be had from a comparison of this flight 
and finally the successful one in October, 1905, when 
the machine attrined a d'stance of more than twenty- 
four miles. Previous to this time, and since the 
first 59-second flight, which had been made in Decem- 
ber, 1903, there had been 105 flights and the last- 
mentioned one of 24 miles was further than all the 
others put together. 
, In December, 1904, it is now stated by the Wright 
brothers, they first succeeded in flying their machine 
at will in a circle. This was accomplished after 
much painstaking investigation as to the nature of 
little defects that would become apparent after each 
flight. These were worked out patiently, no possible 
cause or effect being too smal] to be overlooked. 

It should be remembered, in order to grasp the full

Your French housewife 
orders ice, a few pennies’ worth at a time, when she 
needs it only. She never buys anything in advance 
and has only what she needs for one day (excepting 
staple groceries), so her cupboard at night is as bare 
as Ok] Mother Hubbard's. 3 

There is no chance for any waste at all. What- 
ever greens, vegetables, bits of meat and poultry are 
left over from the table go into the French soup, 
the best and most nourishing soup in the world. Left 
over fruit is stewed or preserved. Left over bread 
is all roasted or saved for the inevitable cheese soup 
on Friday. Everything is utilized—there is no waste. 

The French housewife is called a manager—she is, 
and a very skillful one. Shiftlessness to her is culp- 
able, and the sin of wasting bread is not merely an 
old adage, but an every-day reality. 

Her daughters are brought up in this belief, with 
the result that French wives of the middle class 
more nearly achieve the ideal of helpmeets to their 
husbands than any other class of women. 

They not only superintend and direct the manage- 
ment of their own households and homes, but they 
are often actively interested in their husband’s busi- 
ness and share in its profits, thus obtaining for 
themselves financial independence. 

This seems to be a pretty good solution of the 
matrimonial versus the personal independence prob- 
lem. It is founded like all other compacts—on mu- 
tual trust—the husband trusting the wife with im- 
terest in his department, because she has demon- 
strated that she can take care of her own part 
the domestic economy. 

She knows what is bought for her house, even 
though she does not buy it herself; she supervise« 
what is used and she caleulates without much effort 
what is wasted, and sees at once that the waste i« 
stopped. And this is so, whether she has three or 
four servants or none at all.

Plants that have been only recently introduced 
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indreamed of a few years ago. 

But there are atill regions that have not con- 
tributed their native plants, although they are now 
coming into the Department of Agriculture at the 
rate of a dozen varieties a day. They are coming 
by mail, express and freight, ranging in quant ties 
from a few seeds of a rare variety to a whole ton of 
some African or Arabian grain. This work has re- 
quired the employment of exceptional men,. whose 
enthnsiasm for discovery would take them into 
dangerous places and whose training had fitted thei 
to tell at a glance whether a new plant was possible 
of utilization in this country. They were not seek- 
ing strange and rare things, but plants that would 
produce a profitable crop in this country. 

The almost unlimited plant resources of the Chi- 
nese Kingdom are being probed by a trained agricul- 
tural explorer, Frank N. Mver. Hosts of things are 
coming in from his explorations, Hardier per-im- 
mons and peaches from the original home of the 
peach, interesting new grapes, luscious Chinese pears 
and hardy bamboos are on the long list of things al-

Berseem 
will not come into competition with alfalfa, for it is 
an annual, while alfalfa is a perennial, and therefore 
not suited to grow in rotation with crops like cot- 
ton, melons, or other annuals. The trials so far 
made with berseem are encouraging. 

The transfer of the date from the deserts of the 
old world to those of the new is one of the greatest 
recent accomplishments in the transplanting of food 
plants. These plants were first introduced on a small 
scale in Arizona and California in 1889, but now there 
are more than 170 varieties, and withth a few years 
the deserts of the West will be filled with these 
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tately plants. 

The prickty pea, or tuna, is a fruit thaf all those 
who have teen in Mexico or Italy or who have vis- 
ited Southern Spain have seen and perhaps tasted, 
Few, probably, have thought that this fruit wae 
she product of a cactus that would grow tn the dry 
deserts where scarcely anything else will live, and 
produce fruit on which men can live. It furnishes a 
fo’cer for cattle, too, that, though not of the 
is at least good enough to make it worth while to 
cultivate it in the old world, and in the new it has 
been utilized by burning off the sharp spines. 

These are now being grown in special gardens in 
California, where there is the largest and moat varied 
collection in the world. 

Among the recent importations into the Southwest 
is the beautiful carrubo, the carob, or St. John’s 
Bread of the English. This is intended as feed for 
cattle and horses. Attempts are now being made 
to introduce here the magusteen from China, de- 
clared to be the most delicious fruit in the world. 
It is a sort of large plum, impossible to preserve and 
regarded for years by experts as a fruit without a 
peer. The famous Malin variety of horseradish is 
being introduced by the Government. Another new 

plant is the chayote, a eucumber-like vegetable that 
grows on a vine. It is a perennial, bears as many 
as 500 fruit to one vine and goes on for years pro- 

ducing larger and larger crops. This is being intro-- 
duced from the West Indies. Although this fruit has 
been known for years among the Creoles of New 
Orleans, it has only been recently introduced to the 
guests of the Waldorf-Astoria in New York.

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Man Who Performed Extraordinary Feats as Government Scout Comes on 
Evil Days—His Career With Custer—Remarkable Feat of Rescu- 


ing Two Girls From Indians—A 


T the age of 59, a Missouri scout, whose career 
A was closely associated with that of “Buffalo 
Bill” on the Western plains a quarter of 1 
eentury ago, and who was one of the band of scouts 


"who quit St. Louis to reinforce Gen. Custer’s troops, 


being the first white persons to arrive at the scene 
of the massacre of: the Little Big Horn and to bury 
“Yellow Hair” and his martyred command, now lies 
in jail in a nearby state, the good record of almost 
a half-century of hard, honest work likely to be for 
gotten and stern justice meted out because of one 
little, long-delayed, faltering step from the straight 
and narrow way. 

Charles L. Stewart, who votes at Kansas City 
whenever he votes, but who is really of Everywhere 
-—the eastern boundary line always being the Mis- 
sissippi River, however—is in durance vile in Coun- 
cil Bluffs, charged with forging a check for $20, 
though he has earried thousands of dollars to pay

off the regular army soldiers and guarded treasure 
trains across the plains and had fortunes within 
his reach a score of times. 

Stewart's career is so picturesque ‘hat it 
shame to have to write a sequel dnd set the scene 
behind prison bars, but Fate is cruel at times and 
the best of me _ will slip down now and then. If 
it had not be--; faat he was hard up, far from home 
and. unknown, Stewart would have spent his last 
days in the peace he deserves instead of dying in 
the penitentiary, as now seems likely to be his fate. 

He was born in Missouri in the late ’40s, too late 
to hit the trail for the California gold fields, but 
early enough to participate in the stamping out of 
the red men on the great plains. At 22 Stewart left 
his Missouri home, going to Fort Leavenworth, 
where he entered Government employ as a scout. 
His first service was at Fort Lyons, Colo. In 1872 
he was transferred to Camp Supply, 1. T., a noted

scouts, and Stewart his first assistant. 


Then came the command to join a party of seouts, 


travel by way of St. Louis and reinforce Gen. Cus- 
ter, who was ranging the Western plains in search 
of Sitting Bull and the other bad Indians not yet in 
captivity. ‘Stewart left Camp Supply and came to 
St. Louis by rail. He remained here a few days— 
this was in the early summer of 1876—equipping 
for the long and hard campaign he knew to be before 
him, and finally started up the Missouri River to 
Yankton, where a steamer met the party of scouts 
—12 in number—and conveyed them up the Rosebnd 
River to a landing in the Cheyenne country. 

There to their horror the scouts learned that the 
soldiers they were to reinforce and guide to the 
Indians’ lair had been massacred, every one of them, 
two days before. Stewart was put in command of 
the scouts, ordered to co-operate with the soldiers 
and rushed across country to the scene of the mas- 
sacre. 

Together with his scouts and the soldiers they 
were the first to reach the seene. “Yellow Hair” 


and his 300 men lay dead on the plain. Not a man 








For two years he rode by 
the side of “Buffalo Bill,” the latter being chief of 


vengeance the Indians feared. With bared heads 
Stewart and his associates looked upon the fallen 
heroes. Then they set to work burying the bodies. 
For five days they worked without stopping, bared 
their heads again and passed from the cemetery of 
the best young blood of the country’s soldiery. 

Even that awful scene and work did not turn the 
young scout from his chosen work, and he remained 
in the service for 13 years, going next to Fort Abra- 
ham Lincoln and serving at most of the frontier 
forts from the Northern Oregon trail to the South- 
ern Santa Fe trail. Then he took to piloting “bull 
trains” for miners making their way to the Black 
Hills, and slowly drifted over the country from 
Prescott to Butte and from Frisco to St. Louis. His 
evil days iuave only recently come upon him and an 
honorable career ended suddenly, unexpectedly. 

One of the most notable exploite in which Stewart 
had a part while seouting followed a massacre by 
Indians at Adobe Walls, Kan., where three members 
of the Germaine family were killed and the two 
youngest girls, 12 and 14 years old, were carried 
away. Thirty-six scouts, divided into squads of six 
each, were sent out in pursuit and trailed the Chey-

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WARNING has now been sent out by the 
A Tinited States Department of Agriculture 
that the 17-year locust, or cicada, may be 
expected to appear this year in great numbers in 
Kentucky and in portions of Illinois and Indiana. 








There will also appear, along with the dreaded 17- 


year variety, a 13-year locust, of which there will be 
only a comparative few, as well as the ordinary 
periodical insect which makes a great deal of noise 
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but does little damage. 


The distribution of the brood of 17-year locusts, as 
shown in the accompanying map, is known because 
of a carefully kept record extending over many 


years. This record the Department of Agriculture 1s 


seeking to make nore perfect with this year’s ap- 
pearance of the insects, and to the end that warnings 
may be issued in the future. 

It is expected that these insects will _ begin to make 
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their appearance in large numbers in the sections 
indicated about the last week in May. In the mean- 
time, farmers in the regions where the broods are 
supposed to be are warned against planting young 
orchards, and particularly against starting them in 
néw ground, or near a heavy timber. In many caser 
the clearing in breaking up of the land has, it ia 
thought, destroyed the broods, but it is considered
